Senator Cullom. 

Senator Cullom—I don’t know much about the 
present condition at Springfield as I have been 
away in Michigan for ten days, but from what I 
can learn affairs seem to have drifted into the 
shape I feared and warned my friends against. It 
is my idea that the Assembly at the beginning of 
the special session should have at once had the 
regular standing committees ascertain the exact 
needs of the State in the way of revenue. 
Provision for these needs should then have 
been made and the Assembly adjourned with- 
out delay. It is no longer a question of 
the justice or wisdom of the last Democratic As- 
sembly in piling up appropriations without pro- 
viding means to meet them. The credit-of the 
Stateis at stake, and it is imperative these liabil- 
ities, no matter who is responsible for them, 
should be met promptly. The people naturally 
hold the Republican majority in the present As- 
sembly responsible for the long and fruitless ex- 
tra session—or rather for dragging it along with- 
out accomplishing anything. Times are hard, 
and the people fret about the expense of the ex- 
tra session. The effect of this is undeniably bad. 
Gov. Altgeid is a smart politician, and it may be 
he foresaw these conditions when he called this 
extra session. The Governor is a man who is not 
overlooking anything in this line. He. knew 
the Assembly at its regular session in the winter 
had. wrangled for weeks over these same sub- 
jects now supmitted to the special session with- 
out being able to accomplish any real results, 
and he had no occasion, so faras I can see, to 
expect more definite action now. It is not too 
late now for the Republicans to overcome the 
fecling I speak of and undo. the mischief if 
prompt action is taken.

CATS THICKER THAN OFFICEHOLDERS, 


Swarming in the National Treasury Base- 
ment by Hundreds, 

Washington. D. C., July 20,-—-[Special. |— 

Ap investigation has been in progress at the 
Treasury Department during. the last few 
days which may result in the arrest and prose- 
cution by the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals of several officials of that 
department. A report was made to the Sec- 
retary that the annual slaughter of vagrant 
cats in the basement vaults on the lower 
floors of the Treasury Department was in 
progress and unusual and cruel means were 
being resorted to. Steel traps, air guns, cat 
rifles, and dead falls were alleged to beamong 
the instruments of destruction, and the victims 
were crawling into holes and suffering until 
death released them, 

Cats were first introduced into the Treasury 
over a ceatury ago, when mice were plentiful 
on the lower floors of the building. One 
night mice gnawed into fragments a quantity

Jeffersonville, Ind., July 29.—[Special. |— 
The residence of John Kemp Saturday morne 
ing was robbed and burn to the ground 
with the evident purpose of cremating the 
whole family, The family escaped. 

William A. Carter of Seymour and A. B.

The hounds 
were turned loose where the crime was co 
mitted and immediately took up the trail, 
starting off toward the country. A crowd of 
infuriated neighbors, many of whom had 
suffered at the hands of the robbers, followed 
the hounds for several miles. The dogs went 
without hesitation to the residence of two 
men whose names have not yet been learned, 
and they were placed under arrest. 

Advices received at Alton say the mob took 
charge of the men, threatening to lynch them,

This, at least, is the statement of a 
prminent Englewood wall paper dealer, who 
was a close friend of Holmes. 


Telis a Queer Tale. 


Mrs. Stanwool, who lives on Yale, near 

Sixty-fourth strect, tells this story of the 
missing girl: 
In 1892 I kept a hotel on 
Sixty-fourth street, and in that year 
Miss Cigrand came to live with me. 
When she came to board with meshe said 
she had just come from Dwight, where she 
had been employed as a stenographer. She 
was a nice young woman, and 1 took a fancy 
to her. She only boarded a week with me, 
and then left for a strange reason. She told 
me that Mr. Holmes did not want her to board 
with any person longer than a week. The fact 
that she left did not cause her to discontinue 
her visits to my house, and as a resuit she 
came nearly every night. 

„She had $800 when she came here, which 
she had earned in Dwight. She told Holmes 
that she had the money and he borrowed it 
from her, giving her some real estate security, 
which she said was ‘gilt edged.’ She was 
greatly infatuated with Holmes and never 
ceased talking about him. I do not think 
she is dead. She is a Christian Scientist, ana 
it may be that she hus gone into the business 
and chekieed her name.

RECOVER A PORTION OF A SKELETON 


Police Say It Is Emeline Cigrand—Brick- 
layer A re as @ Witness. . 
Through information furnished by M. G. 
Chappell the police came into possession of 
another skeleton yesterday. This skeleton, 
Chappell says, is the second one he mounted 
for Holmes, and is supposed to be all that 
remains of Emeline Cigrand. 

The skeleton was found at the Hahnemann 
Medical College. Chappell identified it by 
the mounting. His story is that after mount- 
ing the skeleton he turned it over to Rich- 
ardson, who said he was going to deliver it 
to the college.. The police officials took 
Chappell to the college yesterday morning 
and after examining several skeletons used 
by the professors there he unhesitatingiy 
picked out the one he says he mounted and 
“which he obtained from Holmes for that 
purpose. 

Only the bones of the trunk were together, 
the arms, legs, and head having been re- 
moved. The authorities at the college think 
they can find the balance of the skeleton 
y a careful search through the bones used 
there in demonstrating anatomy. Chappell 
told the officers Where he thought they 
could find the first skeleton he set up.” 
Detectives are now making a search to lo- 
cate it. 

The bones which came to Chappell's house 
in the trunk are supposed to be those of 
Annie Williams, who, Holmes asserts, was 
murdcred by her sister Minnie and the re- 
— put in the trunk and thrown in the 
Ake. 

The elder Chappell showed unmistakable 
signs yesterday of the results of hard drink- 
ing. For awhile he was almost in a state of 
collapse, and it required a liberal use of 
stimulants to bring him back to a condition 
where he was able to go on with his story. 
Chief Badenoch helieves Chappell is telling 
the truth and that he is an honest man, and 
that his relations with Holmes were without 
any knowledge of the latter’s criminal ac- 
tions. 

Chappell at Central Station. 


Chappell was the first witness examined 
by Chief Badenoch and Inspector Fitz- 
patrick in the morning. He had been kept 
at the Central Station all night in the de- 
tective’s headquarters. As soon as the In- 
Spector arrived he had Chappell brought into 
his office and commenced to question him. 
Half an hour later Chief Badenoch ap- 
peared and took part in the examination. 
Chappell’ was made to undergo a careful 
and thorough inquiry. His statement, when 
completed, the police say, may form the 
pivotal peint oh which the fate of Quinlan, 
his wife, and probably of Owens will turn. 
In connection with his story, as told by the 
police, Inspector Fitzpatrick will probably 
go down to the Sixty-third street flats and 
superintend the excavation and opening of 
the two mysterious vats of which Chappell 
told Sunday. At 10:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning Chappell was sent out in charge 
of two detectives. After he had left the sta- 
tion the Inspector said that from what 
Chappell had told him he believed the man 
to be innocent of any crime. 

“He was simply employed by Holmes to 
do certain work and did it as he was told. 
he said. “He certainly had a number of sus- 
picions, but they were not definite enough 
for him to take any action upon. He says 
he believed Holmes to be in the business of 
providing skeletons for physicians, students, 
and others, and I believe him. From what 
he has told me I have little doubt that the 
bones found in the trunk at his house Sun- 
day are a part of the skeleton of Annie Will- 
lams. Of course, as he told us, the face was 
so mutilated as to be unrecognizable, but his 
description of the body and its probable age, 
together with the time at which he obtained 
it, all lead me to believe.we have at last ob- 
tained the remains of that ill-fated young 
woman. Of course, at present this could 
not be definitely proved in a court of law.“ 


Flesh Removed by Acid. 


In order to probe the theory that the bodies 
Chappell was given to articulate by Holmes 
were only cadavers Chappell was closely 
questioned yesterday as to the condition of 
the three bodies when given tohim. He said 
the flesh was untouched on the arms. legs, 
part of the head, and almost all over the 
back of the body. Upon making this state- 
ment he was asked if it was not possible 
that the flesh which had disappeared had 
been taken off with the dissecting knife for 
sciontific purposes. :

There 
they inquired for the Superintendent, and 
upen his appearing Chappell asked for a

of 1893, At first the official failed to recog- 
nize Chappell, but after several minutes’ 
conversation he remembered his visitor and 
asked both of them to wait a few moments. 
He then left the room, returning soon after- 
wards with the trunk bones of the skeleton 
ofa woman.

M. Chappell, a son 9 e man 
aie meena — skeletons for 2 
came to Chief Badenoch yesterday an 
made a vigorous protest against his 5a 
having been used in a morning paper > 
stead of that of his father as the mounter o 
the skeletons. Mr. Chappell works hte 
large wholesale dry goods house and said : e 
notoriety which he had gained in connection 
with the Holnies case would cost him his po- 
sition probably. He also said he took no 
stock whatever in his father’s story. He 
told the Chief his father hati in his time been 
a fine machinist, but in later years he had 
drank hard and lost position after position 
on that account. Latterly he had done 
something in the way of mounting Skeletons 
for medical students, but young Mr. Chap- 
pell said he had never heard his father men- 
tion the name of Holmes, and did not be- 
lieve he had ever had any dealing with him 
whatever. He thought it was a sort of hal- 
lucination on his father’s part. 

In contradiction to this statement of the 
son Chief Badenoch yesterday pointed to 
the fact that Chappell senior had at once 
identified Pat Quinlan when first confronted 
with him, and also called attention to Chap- 
pell's intimate knowledge of all the intrica- 
eies in the construction of the Holmes Build- 
ing in Englewood. 

Bricklayer a Witness. 


Shortly before noon another important 
witness turned up at Inspector Fitzpatrick’s 
office. He is thought to be Joseph E. Berk- 
ler. He is the bricklayer who built the vaults 
and furnaces in the Holmes castle.“ He 
came of his owt volition, and walking 
into the hallway inquired: 

** Is this spectur Fitzpatrick's office?“ 

He was told it was but that the Inspector 
was engaged on the Holmes case. 5 

“That is just what I want to see him 
about,” he said. “I built the vaults and 
furnaces in Holmes’ place in Englewood 
and I thought he might want to know about 
them.“ 

He was taken in charge by Sergt. Lyon, 
the Inspector's private secretary. He was 
taken to the Inspector's private office. The 
witness in the light of recent results may 
prove of great assistance to the officials in 
searching the building. 

Berkler was again examined in the after- 
noon. He said that he had been employed by 
Holmes early in 1891 to build a firebox in the 
basement. a 

It was the funniest thing I ever saw, 
he said. “ There was a large grate in the 
basement, and according to Holmes’ in- 
structions I placed a sheet of iron seven- 
eighths of an inch thick over the bars of 
the grate.

Mrs. Van Tassel, whose daughter Emily is 
supposed to have been made away with by 
Holmes, called again and had a conference 
with the police officials, Chief Badenoch 
said she, too, had not been able to give them 
any new facts bearing on the case. 


Emfly Van Tassel a Victim. 


Inspector Fitzpatrick said that from in- 
formation he had recently received from his 
detectives he had no further doubt that H. 
H. Holmes was responsible for the disap- 
pearance of Emily Van Tassel. He said 
rom what had been learned he w con- 
fident the fruit store where the youn om- 
an worked, No. 1151 Milwaukee avenue, was 
kept by Holmes under the alias of Wild. His 
reason for keeping the store the police have 
yet to ascertain, 

Among the other witnesses examined was 
Mrs. Minnie Dahlke, who occupied a flat 
in the Holmes house in the fall of 1892. Mrs. 
Dahlke was in the sweatbox twice during 
the day. At first Chief Badenoch said she 
had divulged nothing of any importance. 
When she came back later on she had prob- 
ably remembered something she forgot to 
tell in the first interview—something which 
had evidently made a powerful’ impression 
on her. For during the second examination 
she fainted and had to be taken out of the 
room. Chief Badenoch, however, refused 
to say what Mrs! Dahlke had told him or 
to give any idea as to the nature of her tes- 
timony. 

Clarence Phillips, who at one time conduct- 
ed the restaurant in the Holmes building, 
was again before, the investigators yester- 
day afternoon, but the Chief said he had 
given no new testimony. 

Inspector Fitzpatrick said no effort would 
be made yesterday to get a talk with Mrs. 
Myrtle Holmes, who Lives in Wilmette. The 
stories that goods and mysterious pack- 
ages were being removed from the house dur- 
ag the night the officials put no confidence 

n. 

“The only officers who have been to see 
Mrs. Holmes,” said the Inspector, “are 
Gergts. Murnane and Freeman. They had 
only a short talk with her and learned ab- 
solutely nothing. Their mission was to 
search for the forged insurance policies 
which Owens told about. Nothing of any 
importance was found.”’ 

The proposed trip of the Chief and In- 
Spector to Wilmette yesterday was not 
made. 

Mort Knepper, a barber, who conducted a 
shop opposite the Holmes building in Sixty- 
third street, was examined. He said the 
Holmes castle had always been the source 
of queer and offensive smells, which made 
it a nuisance for the people of the neighbor- 
Lood. He also said he with many others 
Lad noticed a great many suspicious things 
in connection with the actions of the man 
Holmes and those around-him, but was not 
able to give any specific facts which would 
be valuable as evidence against Holmes in 
a criminal case. 

Mayor Swift was a visitor to the sweat- 
box in the afternoon and listened to the 
testimony of some of the Witnesses. He 
also took a look at the grewsome relics of 
Holmes’ erimes in Inspector Fitzpatrick’s 
private office. As he came out he remarked: 


“If Holmes is guilty of all that is charged 
against him he is a fiend incarnate.” 


IN LEGITIMATE LEGAL BUSINESS. 


A Case in Which Holmes Actually Paid a 
Bill, 

H. H. Holmes’ shrewdness was manifest in 
his division of his legal business. That which 
was strictly legitimate was separated from 
the doubtful cases. For nearly five years D. 
T. Duncombe of No. 36 Clark street attended 
to nearly all of Holmes’ civil suits. His 
office used to be in the Metropolitan Block, 
and the first appearance of Holmes was in 
1891, when he walked into the office of Dun. 
combe and threw dow a retaining fee and re. 
marked:

I wieh you would take charge of one for me. 

The case in question was one before a Justice 
of the Peace, and was a suit of a tenant 
against Holmes for possession of a lease. 


Duncombe's memory does not retain the dis- 
position of the case.

Former Resident of Wichita Thought to 
Be the Murderer, 

Wichita, Kas., July 20.—[Special, ]—A story 
is to be published here in the mornmg in- 
dicating Frank Pratt, formerly of this city, is 
no other than H. H. Holmes, the now famous 
alleged murderer, Ali the movements

Pitzel’s Furniture in a Storage Warehouse 
in Sixty-third Street May Reveal Mys- 
terles Not Yet Solxed- Newspaper Clip- 
ping Found, nificantly Marked, 
Which May Point to the Arch-Fiend as 
the Disposer of a California Rancher 
Thorough Search of Goods to Be Made. 


A new lead was struck by the police in the 
Holmes case yesterday. Detective-Sergeants 
Fitzpatrick and Norton will devote their 
time today to following it up. They confi- 
dently expect it will bring to light an import- 
ant connecting link in the circumstantial 
evidence surrounding Holmes in connection 
with the murder of Benjamin F. Pitzel. 

A valuable informant in the person of E. 
A. Curtis, the propriétor of a storage ware- 
house at No. 6822 Madison avenue, will be 
given every opportunity to either affirm or 
deny the claims advanced by him the latter 
part of last November to the effect that he 
could in thirty-six hours, if he so desired, 
clear up the mystery surrounding the sup- 
posed death of Pitzel. At that time Detect- 
ives Higgins and Hockett of the Woodlawn 
Station theught they recognized in the pict- 
ure of Pitzel a man who had lived in the Mor- 
gan Flats, Sixty-third street and Madison 
avenue, prior to the commencement of the 
World's Fair season. They reported the 
matter to Capt. Powers, then Captain at the 
Woodlawn Station, and received instructions 
to follow up the case. 

Inspector Hunt was notified, and the next 
day the identity of Pitzel and his family as 
tenants of the Morgan Flats was established 
and their family furniture located at No. 407 
Sixty-third street, Curtis Brothers’ storage 
warehouse, 


May Re a Good Lead. 


Yesterday Inspector Fitzpatrick was no- 
tified concerning the Pitzel furniture and 
Curtis’ claims in connection with the case. 
Instructions were issued by the Inspector 
to bring Curtis, to his office at once. He 
was located by Detective Hockett and was 
brought to detective headquarters. The po- 
lice officials are not willing t admit Cur- 
tis’ importance with the Pitzel end of the 
case. Developments at that time, however, 
were to the effect that on or about Aug. 
1, 1804, Pitzel was in the city ostensibly to 
make arrangements regarding the removal 
of his household effects to St. Louis, where 
he intended making his home for the win- 
ter. He soon left for Philadelphia, and the 
facts regarding his St. Louis arrangements, 
it is said, are embodied in a letter written to 
E. A. Curtis from that place. The St. Louis 
address was given as No. 2306 Michigan ave- 
mnuc, 

A letter was received from Pitzel from St. 
Louis in which he promised to soon clear the 
indebtedness on his furniture and effect 
its remeval. The fact this was never done 
and that it still remains intact in the Cur- 
tis warehouse, with the back payments not 
met, gives ground to the belief that Pitzel's 
arrangements to take residence in St..Lou's 
were prevented only by his death at the 
hands of Holmes in Philadelphia, where 
he went when he left Woodlawn. 

Another curious circumstance connected 
with Curtis’ correspondence with Pitzel at 
St. Louis is that four letters were written 
to Pitzel, but none was returend to Curtis, 
despite the fact that the precaution was 
taken to place the writer’s address with the 
usual request for return on each envelone, 


May Be One More Victim. 


At that time the police were led to belleve 
on account of this circumstance that some 
one was representing Pitzel in St. Louis who 
had full knowledge of every detail connected 
with his business transactions. 

In the articles of furniture stored in the 
Curtis warehouse were found letters ad- 
dressed to Benjamin F. Pitzel and Carry A. 
Pitzel, together with a photograph of Mrs. 
Carry A. Pitzel and a tintype of one of the 
girls. These were found in a wooden chest, 
mixed with a lot of newspapers and.-letters, 
together with a rubber stamp bearing the 
name of B. F. Pitzel. One letter was ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Carry A. Pitzel, Galva, III., 
and was written by Burt Moore. The writer 
was evidently renewing an acquaintanceship 
with the Pitzels, and after stating the fact 
that the Pitzel family lived in a house at 
Grinnell, Ia., many years ago, describes the 
death of his mother and father, the latter 
having been instantly killed by the supposed 
accidental discharge ofa revolver. The sup- 
position further being that Moore was sup- 
posed to have been cleaning the weapon at 
the time. | 

Another circumstance connected with fhe 
discovery made at that time which the police 
now surmise may add another victim to 
those already credited to Holmes in his ca- 
reer in crime is a newspaper clipping con- 
taining a press dispatch dated Selma, Cal., 
April 17, 1894, regarding the finding of the 
body of William Wooton, a wealthy rancher 
in that country. The item was carefully 
marked with pencil on either side of the 
headlines. The dispatch describes the trans- 
fer of 3,000 acres of valuable land to a third 
party who was unknown at Selma. The land 
was the property of Wooton, and his death 
remained a mystery. 

Today Detective Sergeants Fitzpatrick and 
Norton will carefully overhaul the Pitze! 
household effects and the wooden chest and 
its contents will undoubtedly be taken to In- 
spector Fitzpatrick's office in the City Hall, 
where they will be gone over by Chief Bade- 
noch, Inspector Fitzpatrick, and the other 
officers working on the case. 


CHIEF BADENOCH REVIEWS THE CASE 


What He Has to Say of the Search and De- 
velopments in Chicago. 

Chief of Police Badenoch in his daily in- 
terview with reporters yesterday discussed the 
day's developments as follows: 

We ſ are getting lots of evidence, lots of 
evidence, but not exactly of the right kind, 
not exactly of the right kind. We have skel- 
etons, we have statements that there are peo- 
ple missing, and there you are. All we can 
do.is to theorize, What we really need is 
some one who saw Holmes kill some of these 
people.

Pium- 
mer & Co. failed to record this mortgage and 
ie the meantime Mrs. Belknap sold the prop- 

rty to Kate Durkee, Piummer, through 
Flower, Smith & Musgrave, filed a Dill in 
chancery to set aside the deed, from Mrs. 
Belknap to Kate Durkee, charging that the 
latter knew of the indebtedness to Plummer.

After the answer had been flled Musgrave.

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HOW MISS CIGRAND MET HOLMES, 


Her Cousin Gives a History of Her Life 
and Her Accomplishments,” | | 


Upon one of the saddest errands parents 
ever made Mr. and Mrs. Peter Cigrand will 
come to Chicago today to assist. the police in 
searching for traces of their daughter, Eme- 
line G. Cigrand, who, it is now thought, was 
one of Holmes’ victims. Mr, Cigrand 
will bring with him all the i ilet 
ters his daughter wrote him from 
the ** castle,”’ in the hope that 
some clew may be contained in them that 
will assist in accounting for her disappear- 
ance. Thelocks of hair and other articles 
found in the search in Holmes’ Englewood 
house will be presented to the Cigrands for 
identification. 

Dr. B. J. Cigrand, a dentist at North and 
Milwaukee avenues, in speaking of his 
cousin, said: 

We are certain that Emeline was one of 
Holmes’ victims. Why he killed her we do 
not know—perhaps no one ever will know 
positively—but it is our theory that he mur- 
dered her because she happened to discover 
him in the commission of some of his, nu- 
merous crimes, We have made inquiries 
among life insurance companies. and feel 
certain there was no policy on her life. It is 
possible that Holmes had another motive in 
putting the girl out of the way than the one 
accounted for in my theory. She was nomi- 
nally receiving a large salary from Holmes— 
$18 a week—but. was paid, as were many 
others of the employés at the castle, in 
empty promises, a 

When Holmes’ indebtedness to her had 
run up into the hundreds and she became in- 
sistent for money it is possible that this was 
excuse enough for Holmes to ki!l her. We are 
all deeply grieved at the terrible disclosures 
of the last few days. Although I had known 
Emeline only a short time I was charmed by 
her pleasing manners and keen wit, She was 
a splendid woman physically, being tall, well 
formed, and with a wealth of flaten hair. 
Her first work in Illinois wus us stenographer 
for Dr. Keeley at Dwight. Pitzel was at the 
institute then, and shortly after he hud com- 
pletei the treatment and returned to Chicago 
Emeline received a flattering offer from 
Holmes and accepted it and came 
to the city. I am interested in pre- 
paring a history of the Cigrand 
family, and received my first communication 
from Emeline in regard to that book.

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DIG UP ANOTHER MYSTERIOUS TANK. 


Workmen at the Holmes Castle Make An- 
other Strange Find. 


Workmen exploring the cellar of the 
Holmes building unearthed a large iron tank 
or boiler late yesterday afternoon imbedded 
in the alley at the southeast corner of the 
building. The tank is about three feet in 
diameter; its length has not been deter- 
mined, as it was not fully exposed to view 
when the men stopped work last evening. 
There is little doubt that this tank is one of 
those described by I. L. Conner in his state- 


ment to Chief of Police Badenoch, and was 
originally put in, to hold a crude oil fuel for 
use in Holmes’ glass-bending experiments. 

In his first interview with the police of- 
ficilals Mr. Conner described an old steam 
boiler which Holmes bought in a junk yard 
and which he and Pitzel fixed up for an oil 
tank, Boarding up one end, where the iron 
plate was perforated for flues. Mr. Conner 
said Holmes filled this tank with crude oil, 
all of which ran out,’ flooding the basement 
and causing a stench that aroused the indig- 
nation of the neighbors. From a question 
which Chief Badenoch asked Conner it Was 
evident he suspected the oil was allowed to 
escape for the purpose of making an odor 
that would disguise any that might arise 
from decomposing bodies. 

When shown a dlagram of the spot where 
the tank was discovered yesterday Mr. Con- 
ner said it was the same one he had de- 
scribed, and that two others, made of gal- 
vanized iron, would be found to the west of 
it, unless they had been taken out. The gal- 
vanized iron tanks, he said, were four feet 
in diameter and stood upright. 

Mr. Conner has no knowledge of the first 
tank that was found—the one where the ex- 
plosion occurred the first day of the search 
when several workmen were burned. 

When the work of excavation was resumed 
vesterday morning the southwest and south- 
cast corners of the basement were dug up 
in accordance with the information given 
by Chappell that he had built two tanks in 
thoso localities, one of which contained acid 
and the other an alkali. Nothing was found 
in the southwest corner but a few bones, 
which Detective Norton said were not human 
vones, and to which he attaches no im- 
portance. There is some difference of opin- 
ion on this point, which can-only be settled 
by a scientific examination of the bones.

HERE ARE QUESTIONS FOR PLUMMER, 


The Attorney's Explanations About H. 8. 
Campbell's Signature Will Be Interesting. 

When Wharton Piummer, a lawyerin the 
Chamber of Commerce Building, returns to 
this city, and they say at his office that he will 
be back this week, he will be asked a number 
of questions by the police. There are alsoa 
number of firms who would like to know how 
Lawyer Plummer could identify the signature 
of H. S. Campbell when H. S. Campbell was a 
myth. Most of the firms, that were unfort- 
uaate enough to come in contact with Holmes 
m a business way received some of Campbell’s 
paper in exchange for goods, The signature 
needed identification and in several cases the 
inquirer was referred to Wharton Piummer, 
who identified the signature and was positive 
that Campbell had a large interest in the 
property on Sixty-third street, which was 
variously valued at from 350,000 to 560, 
000. 3 
Another firm crops up with some of the 
notes of the fictitious H. S. Campbell. Mer- 
chant & Co., No, 202 Lake street, dealers in 
building iron of various kinds, hold two notes 
aggregating about $375 turned in by Holmes 
for materials furnished bearing the fictitious 
signatures of Campbell and identified by 
Plummer. Edmund H. Straud, Western 
manager of the concern, explained yesterday 
how the transaction took place, ; 

„Along in the fall of 1892 Holmes 
gave an order, but could not 
pay for it. He said that H. S. Campbell 
owned the property and that it was worth 
$60,000 and had incumbrances on it to the 
amount of $20,000, leaving 540.000 clear. 
He offered to give two notes of Campbell in 
payment tor the goods, but some identifica- 
tion was needed and he referred us to Whar- 
ton Plummer, I sent an employé, Henry 
Ormerod, over to see Plummer, and he told 
him the exact reason for making thé in * 
The lawyer declared that he knew N. . 
Campbell and it was all right. He owned the 
property on Sixty-third street. Upon Plum- 
mer's identification of Campbell’s signature 
we sent the iron down to the Sixty-third street 
„castle.“ Finaily we concluded we 
were being done, so the claim was 
put in the hands of our attorneys on 
Jan. 9, 1893, but there was no chance to re- 
cover the property. We went up and searched 
the place, but the iron was past identification 
and we found no redress as the buiid was 
plastered with liens. Holmes is a rascal and 
Campbell a myth. What Holmes did with 
the iron, whether he built his tanks with it 
or put it into cornices, I never knew. 
notes were sent to the main branch of the 
firm at Philadelphia, but nothing ever came 
of them, N 

French & Potter company in their dealings 
with Hoimes fared better than most firms, 
for they suceeeded in getting two-thirds of 
their bill of goods back.

701 Sixty-third street and that the property 
was owned by H. S. Campbell, who was liv- 
ing at the hotel and was old, rich, and an in- 
valid. had the guarantees typewritten 
and gave them to Holmes to take 
down to Campbell to have bim 
sign them, as Holmes claimed he 
could not leave the hotel. The next day he 
brought the guarantees back, signed by H. S. 
Cumpbell, and he then referred me to Whar- 
ton Plummer. Plummer said that he had 
acted as attorney for Campbell and kaew that 
he owned the property, which was valued at 
$40,000 to $50,000, with about 512.000 
mortgage. Piummer declared that he knew 
Campbell's signature and he had po hesitancy 
in pronouncing it genuine on the guarantees. 
In spite of this, he would not identify it in 
writing. Of course we found the fraud out 
in a couple of days and got two-thirds of the 
goods back on a writ. A short time after- 
ward we got a bill for $75 damages to the 
building from Campbell & Yates. One of our 
men accidentally put his foot through the 
ceiling of the castle, When the case came up 
before a Justice of the Peace Holmes was not

The 
statement was given to a close friend of 
Holmes in Philadelphia, who gave it out to- 
day.

Insurance company. Holmes says Pitzel 
then became angry, and again avowed that 
he would commit suicide. 

Holmes then explains that Pitzel left him 
with the intention of going home. Holmes 
says he gave Pitzel ho money that night, but 
promised to meet him at the Callowhill 
street house the following morning. It was 
about 10 o’clock the following day (Sunday), 
Holmes goes on tosay, that he went to visit 
Pitzel at the Callowhill street house: When 
he reached the place no one apparently was 
about.

Holmes then told his friend of the appear- 
ance of the corpse and said that he satin the 
room with the body over an hour. He was 
dazed and hardly knew what course to pur- 
sue. He finally made up his mind that since 
Pitzel had taken his life there would be no 
harm in destroying the evidence of suicide 
so that he might be able to get the insurance 
on Pitzel’s life without any difficulty.

HORR AND HARVEY WIND UP THEIR 
LENGTHY DEBATE, 


Argument of the Closing Day Is Along 
the Line of the Possibility of Independ- 
ent Free Coniage by the United States 
President Cleveland Is Arraigned as 

- @ Traitor to His Country—Mr. Horr Tries 
to Ascertain Who Would Be Benefited 
by a Cheap Dollar. s 


With the exception of 2,500 words of writ- 
ten argument, Which may be submitted on 


either side, the Horr-Harvey debate is at an 


end. Each reader for himself may now 
render a verdict, although it is expected by 
the promoters that the published official 
book of the debate must first be purchased 
at so much a volume before an intelligent 
yote may be cast. | 

At the beginning of the debate yesterday 
Mr. Harvey was 3,000 words ahead of his op- 
ponent, so he was given a three-minute 
handicap. Mr. Horr was allowed eight 
bouts of thirteen minutes each and Mr. Har- 
yey was Confined to the same number of 
pouts of ten minutes each. Mr. Harvey had 
abandoned his fortification, of a trunk tray 
full of documents and had for inspiration 


‘a bunch of sweet peas in his buttonhole and 


Kate Field at his elbow on his left. Miss 
Field, with Mrs. II. H. Kohlsaat and another 
woman, constituted the only women auditors 
who have been present in other than an offi- 
cial.capacity during the debate. Mr. Har- 
yey did not live up to his promise of con- 
fining himself exclusively to the question of 


independent action on the part of this coun- 


try, but rambled over the whole field of ar- 
Mr. Horr was at his best. He 
neatly turned the tables and the laugh upon 
Mr. Harvey by tendering to him as souven- 
irs of the debate two Chinese coins of silver. 
These were in return for The unit silver dol- 
lar of 1799 presented by\Mr. Harvey Satur- 
day. Mr. Horr explained they were the 
coins of a nation on a silver basis, and that 
it would require twenty of the one or 2.000 
of the other to counterbalance the value 
represented by a dollar of the United States 
upon a gold basis. 
Harvey Tripped Up. 

In his first bout Mr. Horr compelled Mr. 
Harvey to acknowledge the unsubstantial 
basis of figures he had previously quoted to 
show there were from 2,000,000 ‘to 4,000,000 
people out of employment in the United 
States. The figures purported to have been 
taken from a table compiled by Carroll D. 
Wright, and Mr. Horr held in his hand a 
telegram from Mr. Wright which said: 

No such statement as that quoted by 
Mr. Harvey ever came from me.” , 

Mr. Horr first defended the press of the 
country from the aspersions cast upon it by 
Mr. Harvey because it did not fall in with 


* his theories and advocate them, and then he 


addressed himself to the effect the cheaper 
dollar advocated by Mr. Harvey would have 
upon the people of the country. He took the 
classificatton of people as arranged by the 
United States census. The question was put 
to the 950,000 professional men, to the 3,368. 
962 engaged in trade and transportation, to 
the 4,360,506 engaged in domestic or personal 
service, to the 5,091,669 engaged in manu- 
facturing: or mechanical pursuits, to the 
9,013,201 engaged in agriculture, fisheries, 
and mining, to the 4,781,695 depositors in 
savings banks, to the 1,745,725 owners of 
building and loan association stock, and 
finally to the 16,000,000 who rely solely upon 
wages earned from day to day or from week 
to week. 

“Would you be benefited or injured by the 
scaling down of all honest debts, the de- 
stroying of credit, and the cheapening of 
the measure of value?“ was asked of the 
representative of each class. 

Mr. Horr assumed if all could answer at 
the moment none would favor Mr. Harvey’s 
cheap dollar except 30,000 silver mine own- 
ers andthe few farmers and producers who 
are hopelessly in debt. 

“Nations by their laws do not fix the 
Value of things, and could not do so if they 
would,” said Mr. Hor. “From the founda- 
tion of society the felative value between 
gold and silver has been fixed by the people. 
You might as well pass a law to compel Ni- 
agara Falls to flow up hill or to establish a 
ratio between wheat and oats.” 


Calls it Nonsense. 


Next Mr. Horr showed the nonsense of es- 
timating value by size, as Mr. Harvey did 
when he referred to the gold in the world 
Available for coinage as a cube of twenty- 
two feet. He also showed the bulk of the 
debts of this country were of short dura- 
tion and were owed by the common people. 
Tne long-time debts were those of great 
and rich corporations and were contracted 
to be paid in gold. Mr. Harvey’s plan would 
injure those whom he expected it to benefit 
and benefit those whom he expected it to in- 
jure. The cheap dollar is only a system 
for wholesale repudiation and the ignoring 
of the moral obligations of the business 
world. : 

How the audience did laugh when Mr. 
Horr said:. Why, the value of all this 
silver product Mr. Harvey is so worried 
about is only half the value of the eggs laid 
by the hens of the United States every year. 
Give the hens a chance and they would cackle 


vou out of this debate. You would legislate 


to drive the people to the cheap money basis 
in behalf of silver, which represents just 
about the value of the annual peanut crop.“ 

Another thing Mr. Horr apparently made 
plain to the audience was that the restora- 
tian of the free coinage of silver would re- 
sult in the destruction of all credit and would 
bring about such a panic as this Nation 
never saw. The paralysis of business would 
be complete because 98 per cent of the busi- 
ness is done on the @redit basis. In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Horr submitted statistics.to show 
the world’s stock of gold had increased from 
$2,535,000,000 in 1850 to $6,175,000,000 in 1880 
and there was not the slightest danger of 
values 
When Mr. Harvey sets forth the crimes 
and national degeneracy due to the short- 
age of gold he is long on rhetoric and short 


on facts.“ 


Talk of Primary Money. 


. ‘Mr. Harvey during his two hours quoted 


‘Statistics to show the volume of gold was 
not sufficient ‘to furnish a basis for the pri- 
mary money of the world, and held it could 
be cornered and piaced in the safes of the 
Rothschilds. Gold, he held, was hoarded by 
‘the rich for profit, while silver, the natural 
money, was hoarded by the poor to provide 
against want. He cited the growth in civili- 
ation and commerce and e rts of China, 
India, Japan, and Mexicd since the United 
States and other civilized nations had adopt- 
ed the gold standard. He held it to be due 
to the increased facilities thus afforded 
them for the use of silver. A point that he

SOME LAST WOKDS IN THE DUEL, 


Extracts from the Debate and the Argu- 
ments of the Contestants. 


(Copyright, 1895, by Azel F. Hatch.] 


The debate was opened by Mr. Horr, who 
went at Mr. Harvey with figures that were 
startling in their array. Extracts from the 
speeches follow: 

Mr. Horr—My friend Harvey is peculiarly for- 
tunate, or unfortunate, in his use of figures. All 
correct figures given by him in this debate when 
analyzed prove the correctness of my position. 
The support for his assertion is found alone in in- 
correct statistics or statistics which apply to a 
subject with which they have no relation. Let me 


illustrate: The only detailed and correct figures 
which he has presented of an American gain in 
prices were given Thursday for corn in 1872 and 
1894. When analyzed they show a per capita de- 
crease for man and beast in the latter year of 25 
per cent, and an advance in gold prices of 25 per 
cent. This corresponds with. what Mr. Harvey 
repeatedly has said is to be expected under nor- 
mal conditions according to the law of varying

ural law providing for the future; in the second 
instance it is a commercial motive affecting in- 
Juriously the community. This is one of the rea- 
sons why silver has always proven the more stable 
money. In the case of the two metals we are con- 
sidering they differ from corn in this: The use of 
these metals for money, when given full money 
functions, is comparatively unlimited. The sup- 
ply, unlike corn, is limited. Their geological 
formation and the experience of mankind in their 
search for and development prove this. The ab- 
normal demand for money in all ages, now ata 
tension; the fact that tens of thousands of men 
are continually searching for the metal from 
which it is’ made, and the further fact that all 
that is now in existence outside of useful articles 
and ornaments can, 4f melted down, be put into 
three rooms of this building, prove conclusively 
that the supply is limited. We can therefore bet- 
ter understand the effect to be produced by the 
United States throwing open its mints to silver 
and conferring upon that metal the füll functions 
of money when I shall reach it directly. 


Calls It Nonsepse. 

Mr. Horr—Before I refer to what I was talking 
about before I want to call Mr. Harvey’s atten- 
tion to the ridiculous nonsense of his comparing 
size as having something to do with value. His 
cube business—that may deceive a little boy. but 
it would never deceive a full-grown man. Indeed, 
a man who has ever thought on the subject would 
never use such a comparison. I state it deliberate- 
ly—the amount of gold in the world all put into a 
cube hasn't anything to do with how much it is 
worth. You could not get the cotton into fifty 
times or 500,000 times the same space. Cotton 
isn’t any more available on that account. You 
are trying to make a comparison—a trouble that 
seems constitutional with you, of comparing 
things that are not alike with each other, and 
when a man does that he is always in the wrong. 
I just simply give it out as a hint to you to im-

supply and demand and thus proves that silver 
legislation has not affected corn prices in the 
United States. When I presented my averages for 
agricultural products Mr. Harvey said they were 
misleading, but on the same day he turns around 
and introduces the tables of Sauerbeck and others, 
all based upon averages. Is not sauce for the 
goose sauce for the gander’’? Mr. Harvey knows 
that no American tables constructed by averages 
since 1874 have been or can be presented to prove 
a marked decline in the price of agricultural 
staples in the United States. Hence he goes to 
Europe for his figures. They doubtless are cor- 
rect for that country. They prove nothing for 
this, any more than they do for the grain raised 
by the man in the moon. I defy him to produce 
the table of averages for agricultural prices in 
America, constructed by himself or any one else, 
that will show a decline for the whole country 
since 1875. He challenged my figures Saturday 
about mortgage debt. I proved his table of debt 
incorrect to the amount of $2,500,000,000,. Here, 
Brother Harvey, is the table. Extra Census 
Bulletin No. 71.“ I did not present it the other 
day with a great flourish, as is the wont of some 
people in a debate of this kind [laughter] and 
say, Here is the book. Hence his challenge. 
But after challenging my mortgage figures within 
ten minutes thereafter friend Harvey proceeded 
to give some figures relating to tenancy in the 
United States. He did not produce any govern- 
ment figures; he did read from a newspaper arti- 
cle by a nameless writer. The writer compared 


the farms worked by tenants and owners in 1880 


with farm owners and farm tenants in 1890. The 
figures used for the two are different as wheat 
and corn. Such faulty. comparisons between dif- 
ferent things in different decades causes the in- 
crease of farm owners only to appear one-half 
what it actually was, and makes the increase of 
farm tenants to be actually twice as great as it 
was. Where are your government figures for 
farm tenants? I ask for their production. Mine 
are in the abstract of the last census, page 64, 
which 1 now present. 
Comparison of Cities. 

In his last address relating to city tenancy Mr. 
Harvey says the tenancy in New York City is the 
largest of—what? Of any place in this country or 
in the world? You did not state, Brother Harvey; 
can you tell me now what you meant? 

Mr. Harvey-—1 didn’t say that. I read you the 
exact language of the Census Bulletin. 

Mr. Horr—You are reported, if you are pub- 
lished correctly. I didn’t know what you meant 
by greatest. 

Mr. Harvey—I read you from the Census Bulle- 
tin. I will send to my room and get it. 

Mr. Horr—Here it is—the very one. Now, the 
same paragraph, right in the same paragraph in 


which you are quoting from is the tenancy as to 
the people in Berlin. If you had read the whole 


paragraph you would have shown the people of 
this country that, while the tenancy in New York 
is 85.54 per cent, in Berlin it is 95.65 per cent. 
You have a prejudice against reading the whole 
of anything, haven't you? 

Mr. Harvey—Let me say now what I read you 
the other day I now read again from the Census 
Bulletin. It reads: The highest city home ten- 
ancy in New York City is represented by 93.67 
per cent.“ 

Mr. Horr—Is it 92 or 837 

Mr. Harvey—93.67. very close to your Berlin 
quotation. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Horr—Very well, very well; don't get fear- 
ful about it. [Laughter.] In Berlin, right under, 
it shows 96.65. 

Mr. Harvey—Ten years more and you will have 
it. [Applause.!] 

Mr. Horr— What I object to is he is all the while 
endeavoring by his comparisons to show that this is 
the meanest nation on earth. [Cries of ‘‘No’’ from 
the audience. ] I beg your pardon, I am as capa- 
ble of judging that as youare. After he had men- 
tioned that why doesn't he show us what the ten- 
ancy in the city was in the next line, and show 
he was mistaken? Ah, but this is the thing I ob- 
ject to. I did not say anything about the tenancy 
in big cities; that was not the point. I was reply- 
ing to a point made by him in his book that farm 
tenancy was a bad thing and was increasing. 
Cityetenancy is an entirely different thing. 

Mr. Horr—The figures I gave I took right from 
the report. Again, in this debate, Mr. Harvey. 
you stated that the number of the unemployed at 
present was from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000. The 
numbers astounded me. I could hardly believe 
my eyes when I saw his statement. I looked in 
his book, Up to Date,“ and I found the same 
statement, from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000, and he 
gives as authority Carroll D. Wright, Commis- 
sioner of Labor. I know Mr. Wright is a pretty 
reliable old man, and it didn’t seem to me possible 
that he could have authorjzed such a statement. 
My friend Powers knew him well, and so I 
thought we would find out whether there was any- 
thing true about that. We wrote him to find out 
what he had based the figures on which had given 
Mr. Ilarvey such marvelous information. He an- 
swers by telegram: 

“Absence prevented my reply, but you are at 
liberty to say that no such statement as that 
quoted by Mr» Harvey ever came from me.

[Ap- 
plause. ] I was saying that the bulk of 
the debts of the present day are of 
recent origin. Very largely the debts 
of the common people are less than one year old. 
The debts which have been contracted a long 
time ago, and which run for a series of years, are, 
as a rule, all of them the debts of rich corpora- 
tions. They are long-bonded debts, and the most 
of them are made today payable in gold, and the 
legisiation he is talking about will in no way 
affect those debts. The debts we are talking 
about are the debts owed by the people of the 


United States. It is the business of the present 


that we want to examine into here today. 

Now there is no disguising the issue between 
us. It is simply this: Can we benefit the people of 
this Republic now by making a dollar mean about 
half as much as it now means? Can we benefit 
them by making it seem any considerable amount 
less than it now is by making it actually less in 
value? We may disguise it as much as we will— 
the free coinage of silver on a ratio of 16 to 1 
means a silver monometallism. It means that 
the business of this country shall be done with 
silver alone, and that the gold coinage of this 
world shall disappear from the money of this Na- 
tion. 

Mr. Harvey-~-I wish I had time in this debate 
to characterize the last speech of Mr. Horr as it 
deserves, but I can only stop now to say that 
when I said that all the gold and silver in the 
world available for money could be put into three 
rooms in this building, I knew it would make Mr. 
Horr wince. The statement that all the gold in 
the world available for money can be put in the 
space of twenty-two feet is one of the arguments 
that worries him the most. It is an object lesson, 
and if Mr. Horr ‘were on our side of this case, 
with his inimitable wit and sarcasm, he would 
go around with a picture, a twenty-two foot block 
on canvas, and he would have it on every stage 
where he spoke, and he would ridicule the gold 
gamblers of the world until he would satisfy his 
audience that the man who would advocate that 
twenty-two foot block should supply the people of 
the world with primary money had a soul in him 
no larger than a mustard seed. [Applause.] 


EMPLOYES TO BE EXAMINED FIRST. 


Applicants for Positions with the County 
Will Get a Hearing Later. 

The County Civil Service Coinmissioners 
had expected to hold an examination for ap- 
plicants for places in the county service next 
Monday, but as President Healy has ordered 
the present employés in the various county 
institutions to undergo a civil service exami- 
nation it is probable that the examination of 
outside applicants will be postponed untii 
Monday, Aug. 19. All applicants will be no- 
tified by the Secretary of the time when they 
shall appear for examination. 

The civil service law does not require the 
present employés to undergo an examination. 
As President Healy has ordered them to sub- 
mit to the examination, however, the Civil 
Service Commissioners are willing to co. 
operate with him in this matter. If there 
are any persons employed in the county de- 
partments who are not competent their dis- 
eharge is certain to follow their failure to 
pass the examination. 

Beginning next Monday and for the ensuing 
two weeks the Commissioners will attend to 
the work of examining the present emp.oyés. 
They have about decided to invite three 
trained medical experts who have had prac- 
tical experience in the care and treatment of 
insane persons to conduct the examination of 
the physicians, nurses, matrons, and attend. 
ants employed at the County Insane Asylum 
and the County Hospital. The Commission- 
ers believe it is of the utmost importance 
that these empioyés should be thoroughly 
competent ana are also of opinion that their 
competency can best be established by hav- 
ing them examined by such a board.

Cleaning committee of the Civic Federation, 
has received a communication from Supt.

Since the superintendency of the Street and 
Alley Cleaning Bureau has been intrusted to me, 
with tre contracts made by the former adminis- 
tration and balance of appropriation left, I have 
recorded as good and economical a service in the 
last few months as possible. which is an indis- 
putable fact. Further, I have devoted my 
entire time and energy to the betterment and 
study of the department. 2 theretore, grieves 
me to see my department belittled and ridiculed 
when my aim is to elevate its dignity and intro- 
duce weekly additional stringent measures to 
gain better results and higher efficiency. 

The report submitted at the meeti of the 
Civic Federation Thursday evening by Mrs. A. E. 
Paul is from information gathered from the re- 

rts of the Ward Inspectors in Room 28 City 

all the last week. To prohibit ingress of this 
kind in the future I must exclude every person 
not officially counected with the Bureau of Street 
and Aller Cleaning from the rooms occupied by 
the clerks and officials of the department, where 
Mrs. Paul has speut four times the amount of 
time more than any one of the City Ward In- 
spectors who are connected with this depart- 
ment. 

The immediate cause of the breach lay in a 
report made by Mrs. Paul, a paid e:nployé of 
the federation, Thursday night. Her report 
says in part: g 

1 find the inspectors asa rule doing cood work: 
in some instances they are not complying strictly 
with their contracts in making their collections 
the number of times required and keeping their 
wards clean. The greatest improvement, I am 
giad to note, is in the poor localities or where 
the wards had been so neglected the residents 
had become hopeless and indifferent. 

The inspectors are not doing as good work as 
the contractors in many of the wards, for they 
are allowing the manure to accumulate to a dis- 
agreeable extent. The most profitable part of 
the day for their work is taken up in going to the 
City Hall at 10 o'clock in the morning, absent- 
ing themselves from their wards at the time the 
scavengers are making their collections. 

One of the most important matters for the 
federation to consider. in my judgement, is the 
disposal of the garbage after colioction. 
It any of the members of the  federa- 
tion would take a trip to any of 
the dumps they would not question the neces- 
sity of something permanent at once; they are a 


menace to health and decency and the manner in: 
which they are being cared for this year is some~ 


thing terrible. It has been the custom hereto- 
fore to use a disinfectant freely over this putrid 
matter, and the dumps have been under the 
charge of an experienced man who had a system- 
atic and scientific method of treating this decay- 
ing refuse as it was brought in, but he was dis- 
charged with the change of administration, and 
that the present superintendent of the dumps is 
a most thoroughly incompetent man their condi- 
tion will show. € 

Mr. Rhode says the bureau is doing all with- 
in its power and appropriations to keep the 
city clean and does not propose to be misrep- 
resented by outsiders. 


CHANGE DUNNING WATER SYSTEM. 


County Board Also Lets the Contract for 
Coal to the Poor. 

For nearly two weeks the County Commis- 
sioners have been trying to take a vacation 
adjournment. Every time they meet some- 
thing new comes up to keep them at work. 
First it was the coal contracts. The last of 
these was finally disposed of yesterday. 

Commissioner Struckman then introduced 
a proposition to have the water-works sys- 
tem being put in at Dunning changed, so that 
new bids are required, therefore, in order to 
prevent delays. It was decided to meet 
again tomorrow. 

The plans adopted contemplated a stand- 
pipe system. The Association of Underwrit- 
ers raised an objection to this and insisted 
on suction pumps drawing the water froma 
reservoir. 

Yesterday the board took a similar view of 
it and agreed to make the change. It is nec- 
essary, therefore, to provide for the laying of 
2,000 feet of pipe more than the original con- 
tract called for. President Healy said the 


change would make a saving to the county 
of $5,000. 

There was no more fighting over the letting 
of a coal contract for the County Agent's 
Department. Indiana lump from the Brazil 
mines was agreed on, the contract awarded 
to the lowest bidder. Those voting in the 
affirmative were Commissioners Beer, Bur- 
meister, Jones, Kuntsman, Linn, McNichols. 
Martin, Munn, Ritter, Unold, and President 
Healy. Those in the negative: Commission- 
ers Allen, Mack, and Struckman.

GO TO SEE GARBAGE CREMATORIES. 


Dr. Hamilton and Ald, Madden Will Ex- 
amine Oue at Pittsbure. 

Ald. Madden and Dr. Hamilton will go to 
Pittsbufg as the representatives of the city, 
appointed by Mayor Swift, for the purpose 
of investigating the Ritter garbage con- 
sumer, which the Mayor says appears to be 
the most practical machine that has thus far 
been offered. They expect to start this aft- 
ernoon. They have instructions to ascer- 
tain through personal observation how the 
consumer works. As the city’s hygienist 
Dr. Hamilton will determine its good points 
in so far as the emitting and spreading of 
dangerous vapors are concerned. 

In the meantime Health Commissioner 
Kerr, who is going East, will look into the 
merits of similar inventions at Philadel- 
phia and Jersey City. 

In speaking of the matter the Mayor said: 

“It does seem as if there should be some 
practical system by which garbage can be 
disposed of without offense to any one or of 
any nature. Crematories or something on 
that line are what we need. The trouble 
with the fertilizing processes in this city is 
that they would cost too much.”

Cleveland, O., July 29.— [Special. — After 
two weeks of lively work with the light har- 
ness steppers in Michigan the grand circuit 
earnival was resumed at the famous Glen- 
ville track today. The three classes for the 
opening were all for trotters and none of 
them was fast. The price of admission was 
reduced one-half, and this, with the special 
program of bicycle races, brought some 5,000 
people to the grounds, They were regaled with 
good sport throughout, though only one favor- 
ite wentdown. The weather was cloudy and 
sultry, but the storm held off so that thecard 
cleared on time. When the first event for 3- 
year-old trotters was called Larabie was in 
great deinand. Five of the seven youngsters 
named as his opponents declined the issue, 
leaving Fred Kohl, a likely black coit from 
California, and Geddes, the bay gelding that 
had not lost a race in the early circuits, 
Betting was 25 to 12 on Larabie before the 
first heat, but he didn’t get into his stride, 
aud a break left him hopelessly behind. 
Dickerson sent Fred Kohi ata merry clip, 
and Guy Wilkes had another 2:15 perform- 
ance to his credit when the colt finished in 
2:15. 

Forgetting the splendid rally which Larabie 
had made at Detroit the talent sent the field 
stock up to even money against him before 
the second heat. It misjudged the tall son of 
Jay Bird, for he made no more mistakes, 
while Fred Kohl was unsteady and Geddes 
cut a sorry figure against the faster product 
of the blue grass region. After two moderate 
miles Wilson let Larrabie step the fourth 
heat in 2:12%, the heat half in 1:06, though 
he wasn't going faster than a 2:20 gait from 
the distance, This is a new mark for the 
sta: wart youngster, and as no other 3-year-old 
trotter ever reached such a limit in July the

him. 

On his first appearance in the grand circuit 
at Detroit last Wednesday Red of Waranoke 
had been a surprise by wiuning when he was 
overlooked.

MAY BE POSSIBLE SOME TIME LATER. 


Too Early Yet to Talk of International 
Baseball. 

“The movement on foot to organize an in- 
ternational baseball league to consist of four 
American and a like number of English clubs 
may materialize,’ said President James A 
Hart of the Chicago club yesterday, but not 
this or the next year. 

In a general talk upon the subject with the 
chief official of the local team it appears that, 
while not attempting to cry down the enter- 
prise, if such it can be termed, Mr. Hart does 
not believe it will be a success at present. 
England, argues Hart, has its national game 
of cricket, which baseball cranks believe is 
slow, tedious sport as compared with the 
American national game, and is better suited 
to their tastes than the national game of 
America. This country has been years per- 
fecting the sport, and it is not possible the 
Britons can grasp enough of its fine points 
in four or five years, or since the game was 
first introduced over there, to compete with 
the poorest team in the league. 
What the American public wants is close and 
exciting contests, and this the English teams 
will be,unabie to furnish for some time to 
come. To become perfect enough to do this 
they will, besides hard work, have to invite 
teams from this country to visit them annual- 
ly. This will give them experience as well as 
practice, and if in time to come they show to 
good advantage international matches can be 
profitably arranged.

ACCORDING to a Washington dispatch the

The Republican members of the General 
Assembly, who have the majority in that 
body, and who will be held accountable for 
what it does or fails to do, qught to finish 
up at once the business which they think 
should be attended to and then adjourn. 
There should be no more time wasted. : 

The Legislature was called together by 
the Governor to consider eleven subjects, 
“and to enact such legislation in regard to 
them as it might deem proper.“ There will 
bo a bill passed on the subject of arBitra- 
tion and one will be passed amendatory of 
the revenue law. It is probable that the tax 
levy will be increased. If that is all the 
General. Assembly feels it is its duty to 
do it should finish the consideration of those 
subjects and then adjourn, leaving the other 
topics which the Governor thinks are ex- 
traordinary occasions” unacted on. 

It is the right of the members to do that. 
If the Governor has a right to be of the opin 
ion that there should be legislation regard- 
ing a certain question they have a right to 
hold the opinion that further legislation 
is unnecessary. If he does not think the 
laws on the statute books relative to con- 
vict labor are sufficient, while the Legisla- 
ture thinks they are, he cannot force it to 
pass a bill on that subject. He may lead 
the legislative horse to the water, but he 
cannot make it drink. 

Therefore instead of dawdling along the 
General Assembly should determine on the 
subjects which it thinks ought to be legis- 
lated about, should pass laws concerning 


them, and then, having declared by resolu- 


tion or otherwise that it disagrees with the 
Governor as to the necessity of acting on 
the other questions specified in his call, 
should adjourn sine die. It may be said 
that if this is done the Governor will call 
another extra session. If he should do that, 
then the General Assembly will simply 
have to readopt its declaration that it does 
not deem it proper at that time to act on 
the subjects mentioned by him. Then, when 
eiection day comes around, the people will 
decide between the Legislature and the Gov- 
ernor, and they will not pronounce judg- 
ment against the former merely because it 
refused to submit to executive dictation and 
would not enact new laws when it thought 
the old ones, efficiently administered, were 
good enough, | 


he Legislature ought to finish up its 


work within ten days if it will labor steadily 
during that period. There is nothing to keep 
it there any longer, unless it goes into the 
“investigation” business. On that point 
there is this to be said: If a resolution is 
offered which charges corrupt or dishonor- 
able conduct on the part of one or more 
members, mentioned specifically, then that 
resolution ought to be adopted, and those 
definite charges against specified individ- 
uals, made by witnesses who are named, 
should be investigated. The dignity of the 
Legislature demands that. 

But a resolution which names no names 
and merely declares that allegations have 
been made in newspapers and that therefore 
a committee should be appointed with power 
to send for persons and papers to ascertain 
whether there has been any legislative cor- 
ruption is not entitled to consideration. The 
adoption of a resolution of that vague nature 
would simply indicate that the Legislature 
was exceedingly anxious to kill time and 
to draw its per diem as long as possible. 
For it is well known that these aimless in- 
vestigations of general, sweeping charges 
never accomplish anything. 

If any member will get up in Senate or 
House and say that he believes there is evi- 
dence Naht one or more of his colleagues 
which ‘warrants their indictment by a grand 
jury or their expulsion he can secure the 
appointment of a committee. If no one will 
do that, or if no one cares or knows enough 
about the matter to go-before a grand jury 
with his complaint, the Legislature need 
not take action. It can pass the bills it in- 
tends to and adjourn. 


“SCIENTIFIC BIMETALLISM.” 

“Coin” Harvey says his idea of what he 
calls “‘setentific bimetallism” is the free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold and silver, 
the money. coined from both metals to be 
legal tender in the payment of all debts, and: 

That silver dollars of 37144 grains of pure silver 
(with us) to be the unit of value, and gold to be 
coined into money at a ratio to be changed if nec- 
essary from time to time, if the commercial parity 


to the legal ratio shall be affected by the action 
of foreign countries. 

He says both metals thus would have an 
unlimited market, and, with a limited sup- 
ply, the following would be the operation: 

The law says: We coin 2714 grains pure silver 
and 23.2 grains pure gold, respectively, into dol- 
lars, and confer upon these coins functions which 
make for them a permanent and equal demand.“ 
When this is the law people will not take less for 
their silver and gold, the quantities above name 4. 
than a dollar of current money, for they have the 
right to have it coined into dollars. The law 
fixes the quantity in the dollar, and the unlimited 
demand holds it firmly to that point. 


Evidently Harvey has not much faith in 
his claim that the law would secure for the 
two sets of coins “a permanent and equal 
demand.“ since he proposes to change the 
ratio of gold to correspond with the com- 
mercial value of 3714 grains of silver as 
often as the latter advances or declines. 
According to this plan all the gold would 
have to be recoined once, twice, four, or per- 


haps ten times a year, else it would go out of 


circulation bécause of undervaluation. If, 
after the gold coins had been cut down by 
the process of recoinage to eleven or ten 
grains per dollar, the silver coins should rise 
in value 80 as to be a few cents above parity 
with the reduced gold dollar, then all'the sil- 
ver dollars would cease to circulate at par. 
They would go to a premium. There would 


be a never ceasing see-saw between the two, 


only one of them circulating at a time: and 
between the processes of cutting down and 


mereasing the Weight per dollar the gold 


money would be in the melting pot so fre- | 
quently as hardly to have time to cool. . That 
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one or the other metal was crowded out of 
circulation by being undervalued. The same 
thing has occurred in England, France, and 
Germany. England abandoned free coinage 
for that reason. France abandoned it and 
took refuge in the Latin Union, which was 
found to run steadily towards silver mono- 


| metallism. Germany drifted into a silver 


currency and gold was excluded by it. Mr. 
Horr in one of his €peeches pointed that out, 
and Mr. Harvey has not been able to refute 
his statements, but gabbles about ‘“‘sctentific 
bimetallism,” which all experience shows to 
be impracticable when attempted to be op- 
erated under the condition of free coinage of 
both metals in the same country at the same 
time. 

Bimetallism with free coinage means two 
legal tenders independent of each other to 
the extent that each is constituted a unit of 
value, regardless of, the commercial value or 
purchasing power of the other. If the com- 
mercial ratio varies 1 per cent, or even only 
half of that, from the legal ratio, the cheap- 
er coin will drive the other out of circulation. 
All experience proves this, and Harvey sees 
that this would be the fatal outcome of his 
system if it were adopted. He undertakes 
to provide for it, but how? By coining and 
recoining the gold, clipping it down in weight 
as fast and as much as silver depreciates 
commercially. Could anything be more 
absurd and visionary? Yet all that Harvey 
has to offer in defense of his see-saw bimet- 
allism. which he calls scientific.“ is that it 
would relieve the debtor at the expense of 
the creditor. a 

If the common people of the United States 
once get to understand the true character of 
this recoinage scheme advanced by Harvey, 
and comprehend that under his alleged st- 
entific bimetallism' only one of the metals 
would be in circulation at a time, very few of 
them would be found to approve his non- 
sense. They would see the necessary result 
to be the very opposite of what he elsewhere 
claims for it. It would make money scarce 
instead of more plentiful, give us a fluctuat- 
ing currency unit instead of a stable one, 
and make them realize by dear experience 
the truth of the statement in the Democratic 
national platform of 1892, that the farmers 
and laboring classes are the first ang most 
defenseless victims of unstable money anda

The suicide of Lily Low in New York has 
opened the doors of another family skeleton 
closet and unearthed a sensation which has 
set all New York City agog.. She was the 
daughter of James Low Jr., at one time 
eonnected with the well-known dry goods 
firm of Low & Co. For many years the skel- 
eton has been in the Low closet, but the sad 
death of the young woman, apparently by her 
own hand, has exposed it. 

Twenty-five years ago her father fell in 
love in Paris with a Frenchwoman, suppos- 
ing her to be unmarried. He soon discovered 
that she had a husband, but he continued 
to live with her, and she bore him six chil- 
dren, five of whom she killed by various 
methods... One of them she drowned in a 
tub of freezing water and another she suffo- 
cated with cologne. Lily's life was spared 
for some unknown reason. When Low dis- 
covered the criminality of the woman he left 
her, and taking his daughter with him he re- 
turned to this country. He remained here 
a few years and then went back to France. 
He discovered that the woman had taken 
up with another man, by whom she had 
children. She was in destitute condition, 
but he came back again to America without 
helping her and brought Lily with him, 
They went to live with a Miss Hanson in 
New York City, with whom the girl became 
a close friend. The father did not approve of 
the friendship and changed his residence. 
Shortly afterward he had the grip, and while 
sick the daughter disappeared. Low 
charged Miss Hanson with having enticed 
her away. Nothing was heard of her until 
the other day, when the dead body of the 
poor girl was found at Washington Heights, 
showing evidences of suicide 

The father of the girenas been ostracized 
by the other members of the wealthy 
and respectable family to which he 
belonged, and a letter which Lily wrote 
to her father on the eve of her sui- 
cide, if it be correct in its statements,.suf- 
ficiently justifies them. In this letter she 
says that from the first day she came into 
the world “ life has been a burden and con- 
stant struggle with sickness and mis- 
fortune.” She recalled the way in which 
she was neglected as a child and her dread- 
ful ilgess in consequence of it; the 
effort of her unnatural mother to 
strangle her with a necktie; the quarrels 
between him and his mistress in Paris and 
his effort upon one occasion to kill the lat- 
ter; and the cruel tortures and punishments 
inflicted upon herself by both of them. She 
reminds him that in March last after she 
had been severely ill he dragged her by the 
hair. across the floor, brutally kicked her 
about the head and body, and told her he 
had disinherited her. Thereupon she left 
him and went to live with Miss Hanson. 
She says it would be the happiest dream of 
hope I have ever had if I knew I could 
Stay with her as long as Ilive.“ She did not 
Stay long. She suddenly disappeared, and 
the next chapter in her mysterious case was 
the finding of her dead body. 

The question now puzzling the authori- 
ties is whether the unfertunate girl com- 
mitted suicide after * emery as charged 
by the father, or was murdered. Three or 
four parties are under arrest upon suspi- 
cion of guilty knowledge, if not complic- 
ity, in her taking off. The only thing known 
with certainty is that the poor girl is dead 
and at rest. The other members of the fam- 
ily would not allow her to be buried in the 
family lot where their mother lies. Of this 
Lily’s father makes complaint and discloses 
more of the family misery in the following 
declaration: 


I have been driven out of my rightful place by 
my brother Joseph and Oliver Harriman, and 
seoner than lie by my brother's side I'd be put 
into the sea. I don't care who knows it, my eldest 
_ brother John and myself have been forced out of 
our places in the family and treated like paupers. 
They have threatened, as I know, to cut off my 
allowance and leave me to starve. Well, if they 
want to do it they can. I don't care. It doesn’t 
matter what becomes of me now. The truth must 
go forth to the world. 

Such are the outlines of this story of the 
skeletons in the family closet. Has Zola 
himself ever conjured up more of crime, 
wretchedness, and mystery than is con- 
tained in this lurid record of the career of 
one branch of the Low family? Was there 
ever stronger illustration of the truth of the 
homely old adage: Be good and you will be 
happy?

Probably the worst political friend a pub- 
lic man can have is a zealous minister. 
What Mr. Blaine suffered at the hands of 
the Rev. Mr. Burchard has not been forgot- 
ten. Gov. McKinley’s Burchard has just 
heen heard from. Day before yesterday the 
Rev. John Boyd Brady of Boston preached 
a sermon in which he attacked Senator 
Hoar for a speech in which he had criticised 
some of the methods of the A. P. 
A. He declared that the. venerable 
Senator was ambitious to be the dark 
horse at the next Republican Nation- 
al convention and was trying to cut 
out Messrs. McKinley and Harrison by 
adopting broad catholicity as against 
their A. P. A. ism.“ Then he went on to tell 
his enthusiastic hearers that “ McKinley 
was an A. P. A. and was high in the favor of 
the order.“ . — 

These remarks will not give Gov. McKin- 
ley any pleasure. On the contrary, they will 
grieve him profoundly and he will wish the 
Rev. Dr. Brady was at the bottom of the 
Red Sea. Not because the statement 
is true, for there is not the least 
probability that the Governor is a member 
of the society in question, but because he 
will have to go to the trouble of having 
some friend come out with an interview 
in which he will state that there is not a 
shadow of truth in Dr. Brady's statement. 
And even after this interview has been sent 
over the country Gov. McKinley will be un- 
happy lest some who saw the allegation did 
not see the denial. 

Ex-President Harrison is off fishing and it 
may be some time before he learns that it 
has been intimated that he, too, is a mem- 
ber of the A. PF. A. When he does see it 
he will deny it promptly, just as he did the 
story that he would like to abandon squirrel- 
shooting and fire away at female bicyclists. 
If he does not coche out with a denial some 
friend- will do so for him, and he will be 
justified in doing so even without orders, 
for it is not at all likely that he belongs 
to any secret society. 

Organizations of that kind which had a po- 
litical object, or were believed to have one, 
have long been the plague of aspiring states- 
men. Sixty-five years ago the anti-Ma- 
sonic fever was raging and politicians were 
explaining earnestly that they never entered 
lcdge rooms and never wore an apron. 
When some indiscreet friend said that a 
candidate was a Mason that candidate had 
to rush into print to repudiate the compli- 
ment or he was done for. 

A quarter of a century later politicians 
were equally disturbed by allegations that 
they were in possession of the passwords 
and grips of the Know-Nothings. Whether 
they sympathized with the objects of that 
organization they declined to state some- 
times, but they all repudiated active mem 
bership with much energy. So, too, at a 
later day many Democratic statesmen grew 
excited over the charge that they had be- 
longed to the Sons of Liberty or the Order 
of American Knights. 

Presidential candidates are of all men the 
last to tangle themselves up with political 
secret societies, knowing well that while they 
may gain a few friends thereby they are like- 
ly to get a greater number of enemies. Of 
course they would like to be all things to all 
men. Some of them would be willing to join 
at the same time an Orange lodge and the 
A. O. H., but they know it is not feasible 
and therefore they wisely hold themselves 
aloof from all. 

Therefore the Rev. Mr. Brady, whose in- 
tentions possibly were good, has made a sad 
mistake and has embittered the existence of 
two estimable gentlemen. Each of them 
has got to repudiate all connection with the 
A. P. A., and has to doit in such a way as 
not to wound the feelings of those who be- 
long to it. 


THE HOUSE REVENUE BILL. 

One of the provisions of the reyenue bill 
now pending in the House was stated incor- 
rectly by THe TRIBUNE last week. The bill 
in its amended form does not contemplate a 
one-quarter value assessment as the basis 
of taxation, the rates remaining as they are, 
but proposes that all property shall be as- 
sessed at its fair cash value, and that the 
rates of taxation shall be made one-fifth of 
what they are now. 

It is evident that if property which is as- 
sessed on the average now at one-eighth of 
its actual value were assessed at its fair 
cash value and the rates reduced to one-fifth 
a heavier tax could be collected. But those 
who favor the bill say that the greater part 
of the real estate would not pay any more 
than it does now; but that much more would 
be paid by properties which are under- 
assessed, those properties being generally 
the most valuable ones whose owners find 
it worth their while to make arrangements 
with the assessors. 

It is claimed, doubtless with truth, that 
the inequalities which are known to exist 
would be easily detected and quickly rem- 
edied if the assessment were made on a fair 
cash basis. The statement is made that a 
great many of the less valuable lots are 
listed now at a third or a quarter of their 
value, while the most valuable ones are re- 
turned often at from an eighth to a twelfth. 
Such discrepancies, which are not very no- 
ticeable now, would become glaring if a full 
value assessment were made. 


To the suggestion that possibly if the rates 


are cut as is proposed the assessors may 


continue to make low assessments and thus 


leave municipalities without any revenue, 
the reply made is that there need be no fear 
of that, for what the assessors will do in 
most cases when the new method is intro- 


duced will be to multiply the sum total of | 


the present assessment by five so that the 
amount of money which a municipality can 
collect will be just about the same under one 


that an assessor will not venture to make | 
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cash value assessment would not enable this 
eity to issue many more bonds. 

The plan of the House bill is in many re- 
spects the best that has been submitted yet. 
It is not likely that it would add materially 
to the burdens of the taxpayers, while it 
would remove all danger of the assessors 
suddenly taking it into their heads to raise 
the assessments greatly. If that were to be 
done, the rates being what they are now, 
taxation would become insupportable.

Gainsbor- 
ough, after striving with trembling hand 
for days to fix its sunshine, drew a wet 
brush sadly across what seemed a heaven- 
inspired face, saying, Her face is too hard 
for me.” And the picture was never sent 
to Chatsworth. So the feverish, brutal 
days and weeks went by—the election lasted 
six weeks—and the Duchess never once re- 
laxed her resolution to see Fox through.

TWO BROTHERS ARE KILLED IN A DUEL. 


Fight at Long Range with an Enemy and 
Each Party in a Boat. 
Tallahassee, Fla., July 29.—[{Special:]—A 
double duel was fought in the southern por- 
tion of this county Sunday afternoon. The 
principles were John and Charles Adams, 
brothers, and Joseph Stafford. The rela- 
tions between Mrs. John Adams and Joseph 

Stafford caused the duel. 

The combatants were in boats on a small 
lake and the woman stood on the shore 
watching the battle. Sunday afternoon 
Mrs, Adams left home and was followed by 
her husband and his brother. She went to 
the boat-house, where she was met by Staf- 
ford. When the brothers appeared Mrs. 
Adams sprang from the boat and Stafford 
rowed out into the lake. 

The brothers hurried to the boat-house 
and put off into a- aoe after Stafford, who 
was nearly 100 y..us from shore.

Mrs. Adams, who was the only witness, 
says her husband fired first, the bullet strik- 
ing one of Stafford’s oars and shattering it.

After the death of her husband, Mrs..Adams 
says, Charles Adams used the body as a de- 
fense, stretching himself behind it and fir- 
ing at Stafford. Finally she saw Charles 
Adams drop his rifle.

DENVER BANK GOES TO THE WALL, 


Union National Fails to Open Its Doors— 
Peculiar Complications. 

Denver, Colo., July 29.—[Special.}—The 
Union National Bank failed to open its doors 
this morning and the only explanation was 
the fact that the County Commissioners 
had made a demand for the payment of 
county funds aggregating $70,000. The 
assets of the bank are given as $1,703,896, 
with deposits approximating $400,000. Of 
the latter there are $167,000 in time cer- 
tificates dating from the previous failure of 
the bank during the panic. The last report 
showed cash July 1 of $59,500. 

The sensational feature of the failure fs 
the political hiatus created by the disclos- 
ures that followed. Thomas H. Wygant is 


County Treasurer and had secured the coun- . 


ty with a bond signed by the leading bankers 
of the city. About ten days ago the bank- 
ers, on the statement they were not receiv- 
ing their fair share of the county fynds, 
notified the County. Board they would with- 
draw. The notice was effective this morn- 
ing and the Commissioners called for a cash 
settlement with Wygant. The latter would 
have called on the Union Bank for his de- 
posits, but that institution Was aware of the 
crisis and did not open its doors. 

David H. Moffitt of the First National 
Bank offered to go on the bonds of the 
Deputy Treasurer, Miss McCune, if the 
county would allow her to qualify. The 
Commissioners declined to accept the propo- 
sition, but later the leading banks decided 
on the selection of David Hart, the former 
Treasurer. The latter declined to take the 
office unless it was made permanent, and at 
the hour of closing the county offices there 
was no appointment. 

The Union National Bank up to the panic 
was regarded as one of the leading banks; 
after that date business was resumed on the 
strength of certificates extending over a 
pertod of three years. 


SAY PENSION BUREAU PLAYS DOUBLE, 


St. Paul People Assert Grants Are, Allowed 
and Then Countermanded, 

St. Paul, Minn., July 29.—[Special.]—It is 
charged here that the Pension Bureau is 
guilty of deuble-dealing in the cases of some 
pensioners. Every now and then a lot of 
pensions are published as allowed and the 
papers allowing them are forwarded to the 
States, but it is said they are followed almost 
immediately by papers countermanding the 
first order and disallowing therm. The appli- 
cant is notified of the allowance at the same 
time it is given out to the press, and on the 
strength of his prospect for receiving $400 
or $500 pension money he frequently antici- 
pates a portion of it by vurying some good 
things of life, only to find out later on that it 
has been disallowed and he must hustle to 
pay the bills he has contracted. This, it is 
charged, has frequently happened during the 
last year.

It would have a 
bad effect upon the election in 1896, and for this 
reason the committee will spare no effort to in- 
duce the people of the district to nominate their 
strongest man regardless of personal ambitions 
or other issues. The committee cannot take any 
official acuon to secure an adjournment of the 
Assembly, but we can work as individuals 
and use our influence with Republican Senators 
and Representatives to secure this result. We 
will urge the prompt passage of the tax levy, the 
arbitration and the revenue bill, and a quick 
adjournment. Much as these ends are to be de- 
sired it would not do to take open action on 
them in the committee, for the legislators would 
resent it as an unwarranted dictauon. The busi- 
ness of the. committee is solely with the calling 
of conventions and the arrangement of party 
matters, and not with legisiative business. The 
people, of course, will hold Republican party 
responsible for the long extra session as it 
controls the Assembly, and to square ourselves 
there must be a speedy adjournment. The 
committee will fix the responsibility for the 
calling of the extra session on Gov. Altgeld, 
where it belongs. This done it will rest entirely, 
with the members of the Assembly to remedy the 
outrage by getting away from Springtie!d as soon 
as possible. There is no excuse for the long, 
weary, and expensive session. Adjournment 


should have been had atthe end of the tirst week, 


but if that course had been followed it is prob- 
able Gov. Altgeld would have called the mem- 
‘bers back again. He had no oject from the 
start in calling a special session except that of 
setting a smooth political trap to catch unthink- 
ing people by the false fixing of the responsi- 
bility on the Republican party. ,

Merritt admitted he had in ssession 1,740 
dozen quail, 120 pair sod hone dacks, 90 
pair mailard ducks, 240 pair teal ducks, and 
5,280 partridgee, making a total number of 
27,060 birds, for which if he be fined the 
minimum amount is $135,300 and the maxi- 
mum $676,500. The prosecution argued 
from its interpretation of the Illinois game 
law and from the Mogner case precedent in 
1881. The defense opposed the Mogner case 
and claimed property once legally obtained 
cannot be outlawed by the lapse of a few 
months.

tix Thousand Insurgents in Santiago de 
Cuba Routed by One Hundred Spanish 
Soldiers, Although Large Bodies of 
Troops Had Been Sent to Fight Them— 
Fighting at Sabana with Small Loss of 
Life«Republican Victories in the Paris 
Elections—Other Foreign News. 

Havana, July 2d.—Before leaving Manzan- 
illo for Cienfuegos Capt.-Gen. De Campos 
pardoned all the political and war prisoners 
and ordered them to be set at liberty. The 
prisoners thus released inclyde many who 
were under sentence to be shot accurding to 
military law, and others had been condemned 
foimprisonment in the African colonies. 

The Captain General has granted three 

months’ leave of absence to Gen. Salcedo, 
who will shortly leave for Spain. Gen. La 
Chambre has been appointed Subinspector 
of Artillery at Havana. 
’ Detachments from the battalion of Estra 
Madura and the Fiezarro Squadron have 
had a skirmish with the insurgents while 
reconnoitering on Mount Armonia in the 
Department of Santa Clara. The troops 
afterwards found one dead and two wounded 
insurgents on the field. It was badly stained 
with blood, and this leads to the belief that 
Bermudes is seriously wounded. Lieut.-Col. 
Palo captured seven insurgents while pur- 
suing the insurgent band commanded by 
Zayas. 

New York, July 29.—[Special.|—The news 
that Capt.-Gen. Campos has pardoned and re- 
leased political and war prisoners in Cuba is 
partly confirmed by cablegrams received at 
revolutionary headquarters in New York. 
Cuban leaders here say they have positive in- 
formation that Gen. Campos’ two sous were 
captured by the insurgent: at the battle of 
Valenzuela, in which the Captain-General 
was defeated. It is therefore believed Campos 
has ordered a release of his prisoners in pur- 
uance of an agreement looking towards the 
liberation of his sons. 


CURZONS ENTERTAIN THE SCIENTISTS. 


Reception to the International Geograph- 
ical Society—A Balloon Project. 
London, July 29.—Early. this evenmg the 
noted caterers and florists who furnish all 
the great entertainments in London gathered 


outside No. 15 Carolton Terrace, which is 


the residence of the Hon. and Mrs. George 
Curzon, whe gave a reception tonight to the 
International Geographieal Society. The 
wide hall of the house was filled with paims 
and ferns, so that it resembled the interior of 
a conservatory. A large map of Persia, upon. 
which was marked the route of Mr. Curzon’s 
travels, also hung upon the wall in the hall. 


Mr. Curzon’s book upon Persia is considered 


an authority on that subject. Upon the stair- 
ease leading to the-drawing-room Mrs. Cur- 
zon, who was formerly Miss Mary Leiter of 
Washington, attired in a plain gown and 
wearing the Scarsdale diamonds, received the 
guests. Among the distinguished persons 
present were the Duke of York, who is hon- 
orary President of the society; Dr. Cyrus 
Adams, Judge Charles P. Daly, and Dr. Beil, 
American delegates; Sefior Romero, Mexican 
Minister to the United States; G. W. Ailen 
of Canada. and Baron de Rio Branco of Brazil. 
The Hon. Mr. Curzon seemed occupied with 
impressing the extent of his traveis upon his 
guests. ‘ 

M. André has secured the sanction of the 
Swedish Scientific Society te his balloon 


project for polar exploration and has received 


a liberal donation of help to defray expenses 
from King Osear uf Sweden. Sufficient funds 
have, in fact, been obtained and the attempt 
is assured, but M. André naturally desires the 
approval of such an authoritative body as the 
International Geographical Congress. 

He explained that M. Yon of Paris has entered 
into a contract to make a machine of double 
silk, of which about 5,500 cubic meters will 
be required, the cost being £2,200 sterling. 
The bailoon is to be capable of carrying three 
persons, with the pecessary instruments and 
ballast and four months’ provisions. It will 
be suffisiently gas tight to hover in the air 
for thirty days at a height of 250 meters. 

M. Andre valculates that 1.70 to 1,800 
cylinders filled with gas under a pressure of 

100 or 200 atmospheres will be required for 
the expedition in or@er to refill the balloon 
from time to time. He believes he will be 
able to guide the machine by a system of 
alls and ropes, acting as a-brake in case of 
need by dragging on the earth. The car is to 
be spacious enough to contain a sledge, a 
sailing boat, several weapons, with ,ammuni- 
tion, and a photographic camera. 

Early next spring itis proposed to erecta 
balloon house, and after filling the balloon 
they start on the aerial voyage for the pole in 
July with a fresh south, or nearly south, wind. 
The duration of the voyage must, of course, 
largely depend on the strength of the wind. 
It might possibly last only five or six hours, 
but M. Andre expects that it will take at least 
over forty. Thirty days, hs believes, will 
suffice for cruising about the central polar 
basin in all directions and taking a complete 
survey of it. 

The return journey is to be made towards 
the inhabited parts of North America or 
Northern Siberia. With a wind of average 
velocity M. Andre says the balloon can make 
19,400 kilometers in thirty days, whereas the 
distance from Spitzbergen to the Bering 
Straits, via the pole, is only 3,700. |

LION SAVES HIS LIFE. 


RESOUES A PEDDLER FROM THE Ar- 
TAOK OF A MASTIFF. 


King of Beasts Jumps to the Aid of the 
“Old Eee Man in Bridgeport, Conn., 
Who Had Once Befriended It- Bond 
Syndicate Turns Over to Uncle Sam 
$2,000,000, in Gold Not Down in the 
ContractGeneral News from the East- 


ern Metropolis. 

New York, July 29.—{Special.]—The Calla- 
han lion, Claude, which distinguished itself 
by attacking a burglar who broke into its 
master’s house in Bridgeport, Conn., and 
later bit a glazier who came to replace the 
window the burglar jumped through, has 
made another bid for notoriety, Today it 
saved the life of a peddler who was being 
attacked by a ferocious dog. 

Claude, for a time, was employed as an ad- 
vertisement in a dry goods store, where it 
was tied to the glove counter. One day 
it ate up a box of gloves. Then the store- 
keeper decided it was dangerous and sent 
it back to Mrs. Callahan. It was kept in 
the cellar until a few days ago, when it was 
found her fruit trees were being robbed by 
small boys. 

A peddler named Ezra Batram, but bet- 
ter known as the Old Egg Man,’ isthe 
butt of the boys of Bridgeport on account of 
his eccentricities. They followed him and 
stoned him. Today while he was in front of 
the Callahan mansion with a basket of eggs 
the youngsters induced a ferocious mastiff 
to attack him. The dog sprang at the poor 
old man, who pelted it with eggs until he 
bad none left, but without frightening it 
off. Encouraged by the boys the mastiff 
seized the unfortunate peddler by the shoul- 
der and knocked him down. 

Suddenly the sympathy of the gallant lion 
was aroused. It had seen the one-sided bat- 
tle. It sprang over the gate and made a 
bold attack on the mastiff until the dog ran 
down the street. yelping with pain. The 
small boys climbed up trees and crept into 
drain pipes in their terror, When the dog 
was gone the lion stood up on its hind legs, 
lashed its tail, and roared with elation. The 
old egg man held out his hand and the wild 
beast licked it. 

It turned out that the peddler once gave the 
lion an egg. and the creature out of grati- 
tude saved his life today. The old man said 
he was sure if the lion had not interfered 
he would have been a dead peddler. 
DIFFER AS TO SATOLLI’S SUCCESSOR, 
Rumors All Agree That He Is to Be Made 

a Cardinal. 

New York, July 29.—[Special.|—The con- 
stant revival of tae rumor that Archbishop 
Satolli, the delegate arostolic to the United 
States, is to be recalled to Rome and be made 
a member of the College of Cardinals, is caus- 
ing much comment among Catholics here, It 
has been remarked by them that the reports, 
wnhich invariably come in the form of cable 
grams from Rome, Berlin, or Paris, conflict 
constantly in one part only—the nationality 
of Mgr. Satolli's successor. That he, is to be 
recalied is generally admitted in ecclesiastical 
circles of Rome and Berlin. 

Whether his successor is to be an Italian or 
a Pole the wise clericals are not agreed. It 
is generally admitted that the delay in the 
choice of the new Papal delegate alone defers 
Mgr. Satolli’s promotion. 

The Vatican and the Propaganda have 
views at variance on the subject,“ said a 
leading Catholic layman today. Pope Leo 
XIII. strongly favors four or five Roman car- 
dinals. Cardinal Ledochowski, who is Pre- 
fect of the Propaganda and who is by birtha 
Pole, is strongly urging upon the Pope the 
appointment of Mgr. Ladislas Zalewski, who 
for tive years past has been Papal delegate to 
India and who had a distinguished ‘career in 
Paris during a former Papal mission 
there. As America is still regarded by the 
Holy See as a missionary country, and is still 
under the immediate jurisdiction of the Pro- 
paganda, it is said the Pope hesitates to force 
his personal choice upon the Propaganda. 

In the meantime the two factions of the 
Catholic church in this country are watching 
the matter with deep concern. One of these 
factions has the confidence and sympathy of 
the Propaganda, the other is just as. strongly 
intrenched in the tevor of the Vatican. It is 
an open secret that the differences between 
these two divisions of hierarchal politicians 
have never been adjusted, notwithstanding 
Mgr. Satolli's mission, which was primarily 
intended to bring about a reconciliation. 


BIG BUNCH OF GOLD FOR UNCLE SAM. 


Bond Syndicate Turns Over $2,000,000 Out- 
side of Its Contract. 

New York, July 29.—[Special.]|—An agent 
of the bond syndicate went to the Subtreasury 
last Friday and handed ina batch of assay 
checks and gold certificates calling for the 
delivery of $2,000,000 worth of the yellow 
metal. He requested the Subtreasury officials 
would say nothing publicly about the matter 
then, but let it go through in the regular way 
and aprear in the Treasury statement from 
Washington. 

Saturday the gold reserve stood at 8105, 
451,811, and today’s statement made it

gold. It was a voluntary transaction, ana the 
atnount was about equal to that of the with- 
drawals recently made of coin fer shipment 
abroad. It makes good the loss the govern- 
ment had in its free gold supply by the ex- 
rort to Canada by Crossman & Brother and 
by Nesslage, Colgate & Co. 

The effect of this move by the syndicate 
was to raise it more than ever in the opinion 
of the street, and in the stock market this sen- 
timent was expressed in higher figures for 
most of the speculative favorites. 

For some time past the buliion houses have 
known of seme strong buying of assay office 
checks, which means the receipts for builion 
deposited there. and which is generally new

—Leon 
Meunier, one of the proprietors of the Cour- 
rier des Etats-Unis and its former managing 
editor, died suddenly uud unexpectedly in 
Paris yesterday morning. Mr. Meunier, 
prior to his retirement from active service, 
was one of the most prominent figures in 
Franco-American journalism.

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FRAUD STILL GROWS. 


ANOTHER PHYSICIAN ARRESTED FOR 
GRAVEYARD SWINDLE. 
} 


Citizens Greatly Excited Over the Devel- 
opments and There Are Threats of 
Shooting on Both Sides=Parties Who 
Have Sued the Companies Declare That 
the Arrests Are a Bluff and That Offers 
of a Compromise Have Been Made 
Yesterday’s Developments in the Case. 

Beaufort, N. C., July 29.—[Special.]—A 
warrant for another arrest in connection 
with the alleged graveyard insurance swindle 
has been issued. The accused is Dr. L. W. 
Perkins, formerly of Morehead City, but now 
a practicing physician at Newport, N. C. A 
Deputy Sheriff went to Newport today to 
serve the warrant. 

The ten men previously arrested were ar- 
raigned this morning before Justice Davis in 
Morehead City, but at their request the hear- 
ing was postponed until tomorrow morning. 
The best counsel in the State has been re- 
tained on either side, and the case is likely to 
be hotly contested from beginning to end. 
The accused have heretofore been regarded 
as among the best eitizens. 

It is difficult to get facts. Some of the 
purties are said to be quick on the shoot,“ 
and the men who are glib enough usually are 
as silent as the grave eoncerning this affair, 
J. W. Aiken, the Mutual Reserve 
comyany’s representative, says the evi- 
dence against the accused is of 
the strongest character. It is stated 
the parties who have suits pending against 
the insurance companies allege the companies 
offered as late as Saturday to \compromise 
the contested policies at 50 cents on the dol- 
lar. In view of this it is claimed by friends 
of the accused that the arrests were designed 
to force a compromise. Representatives of 
the companies indignantly deny this. 

A reputable physician here said he was ap- 
proached some months ago by parties who 
desired to secure insurance on a sick man, 
but when he informed them he would have 


to give a report based upon the facts 


in the case they decided that they 
did not want his report. The insur- 
ance men claim the death of Sereda Williams, 
wife of one of the accused colored men, was 
caused by neglect, abuse, and excessive doses 
of bromide of potassia. 

It is alleged Turner, the colored minister, 
who is said to have had his daughter's lite in- 
sured while she was in the Jast stages of con- 
sumption, accomplished it by getting his sis- 
ter to represent the dying girl at 
the medical examination. Orpheus Windsor. 
an aged colored woman, who was insured for 
$5,000, is alleged to have died from the ef- 
fects of morphine, and it is said her body was 
buried hastily before her daughter, who was 
in New York, could reach her. 


HOW THE BIG FRAUD WAS WORKED. 


Scheme in North Carolina to Swindle Many 
Insurance Companies, 

Boston, Mass., July 29.—[Special.}— 
Charles H. Bakall of the Massachusetts Ben- 
efit Life Insurance company said today the 
attempt at insurance fraudsin Beaufort, N. 
C., if successful would have made victims of 
half a dozen companies. He said his suspi- 
cions were aroused by the fact that two claims 
were made upon policies issued to parties in 
Beaufort soon after the insurance had been 
effected. An agent was sent to make an in- 
vestigation, which revealed the far-reaching 
couspiracy to defraud the instrance com- 
panies between its agents at Beaufort, a 
physician, and theseveral other parties now 
under arrest. The plan wasto secure polieies 


that they would not be of enough \ account to 
cause an investigation. The conspirators 
have already securad a handsome sum in the 
aggregate. 

One policy for $3,000 was issued in Sep- 
tember last. In November the insured died 
and the proofs said death was from pneumo- 
nia after a five days’ iliness followmg great 
exposure, It developed that death was from 
pulmonary phthisis and the victim had not 
been out of his bed for three months pripr to 
his death. The sick man either was igiper- 
sonated by some one else for the examif~aticn 
or the physician filled out the medi blank 
without regard to the facts: 5 

A similar state of affairs seems to have ex- 
isted in regard to many other applications 
sent by the local agent, who appears to have 
organized a regular band of conspirators to 
defraud insurance companies all over the 
country. The plot involved men of previous 
high standing in the community. Many of 
the persons djd not know they had been in- 
sured. Some were insured who were living 
in abject poverty and could not pay a dollar 
for insurance. Not one of the policies was a 
proper risk for a reputable insurance compa- 
ny to take, yet so complete was the organiza- 
tion of the’ conspirators that all the papers 
bore the signatures of the necessary indorsers. 

The companies invelved are the Mutual 
Benefit, the Northwestern Life Association of 
Minneapolis, the Michigan Mutual of Detroit, 
the Life Insurance Clearing company of St. 
Paul, the National Life Association of Hart- 
ford, the Massachusetts Benefit Association 
of Boston, and the Mutual Reserve Fund Life 
Association of New York. They have united 
to aid the State to bring the conspirators to 
justice.

ALLEY ö — HOLD A 
SPECIAL MEETING. 


It Will Be Called for Sept. 3 and Reorgani- 
zation Measures Will Be Considered— 
A Committee Will Be Appointed— 
Plan to Reorganize by Issuing Preferred 
Stock—Inecrease in North State Street 
Earnings Pays All Operating Expenses— 
Lake Street L the Only Point of Interest. 

An extraordinary meeting of the stock- 
holders. of the Alley Elevated railroad will 
be held Sept. 3.. The official call has not yet 
been issued, but will be later this week. 
The meeting will be called in order to give 
the stockholders a chance to consider the 
financial situation of the company prior to 
the beginning of any foreclosure proceed- 
ings by the first mortgage bondholders. In- 
terest on the first mortgage bonds was de- 
faulted April 1, and under the terms of the 
mortgage no action can be taken by the 
bondholders until six months after the de- 
fault. That six months period will be com- 
pleted Oct. 1. A considerable more than a 
majority. of the first section bondholders 
have placed their bonds in the hands of the 
First National Bank, and they are in a posi- 
tion to immediately assert their rights under 
the mortgage, and they propose to do that 
unless some other reorganization plan is 
brought forward before. It is to consider 
this situation the stockholders are called to- 
gether. 

It is not expected any reorganization plan 
can be formulated in a general meeting. 
The situation of the company and the exact 
status of the stock will be explained to the 
stockholders, however. .They will be asked 
to appoint a committee and give that com- 
mittee power to negotiate with representa- 
tives of both the first mortgage and second 
section bondholders and formulate a reor- 
ganization plan. This committee will be ap- 
pointed solely in the interest of the stock- 
holders. It is generally recognized that 
the present officials of the company repre- 
sent the interests of bondholders quite as 
much as they do the interest of the stock- 
holders, and for that reason no progress has 
been made. Just who the committee will be 
is still undecided and of course cannot be 
definitely decided upon until stockholders 
express themselves at a meeting. It is prob- 
able, however, that A. O. Slaughter, who so 
successfully reorganized the Lake Street 
property, will be on the committee. L. Z. 
Leiter is largely interested in the stock and 
has occupied a prominent place in all reor- 
gantization discussions, but the fact that he 
is quite as heavily interested in the second 
mortgage bonds places him in a position 
where he is more the representative of the 
bondholders than of the stockholders. The 
suggestion has been made that D. H. Louder- 
back, who is the owner of considerable 
stock, and whose skill in financiering was 
well demonstrated in the Lake Street reor- 
ganization, be asked to assist the stock- 
holders in formulating a plan. The first 
mortgage bondholders are ready to listen to 
any reorganization plan which they deem 
equitable, but they will not delay after the 
six months’ period of default is completed. 
Unless some plan is well matured before 
Oct. I the first mortgage people are likely 
to take immediate possession. A. O. Slaugh- 
ter was asked yesterday what plans for 
reorganizing the property he would propose. 

“Convert the second section bonds into a 
6 per cent non- cumulative preferred stock,“ 
he replied. “Assess the present common 
stock 12 per cent, giving the stockholders 
preferred stock at par for the cash assess- 
ment. If possible induce the first mortgage 
bondholders to fund two years’, coupons into 
preferred stock. I would have dn Atchison 
reorganization in miniature. The tendency 
of the day is to reorganize excessively bond- 
ed properties by 2 preferred stock for 
a por tien of the bonded debt, and thus reduc-, 
ing the fixed charges to a point where there’ 
can be no question about the company earn- 
ing them. I think the plan I suggest would 
be equitable to the second section bondhold- 
ers, for the stock they would get will ina 
few years be worth more than the first mort- 
gage bonds, I suppose there would be some 
trouble getting the second section bondhold- 
ers to accept the plan, however. If the first 
mortgage bondholders and the stockholders 
would unite interests they could force the 
second section bondholders into a reorgani- 
gation agreement, for they Gan be placed 
where they must either come forward and 
buy the road or make good the interest 
charges on the first mortgage bonds if they 
refuse to come into a reorganization 
scheme, 

With the money which such a plan will 
provide the road can within a short time be 
put upon a basis which will pay dividends 
on a preferred stock issue. The destiny of 
the Alley road is to form the passenger high- 
way between-the Chicago River and the Cal- 
umet River. No section of the city is so full 
of possibilities of development as the Calu- 
met district. The traffic is increasing re- 
markably and the district is building up very 
fast. The Alley road should be the natural 
means of communication, and with it in op- 
eration through the Calumet district it 
would be more advantageously situated 
than any other elevated road in existence. 
It would then have traffic in both directions 
at the same time, a thing no other road has.’’ 

A number of important electric lines will 
be started on the West Side this week. The 
Ogden avenue line is almost ready to start 
and several other lines which are expected 
to largely increase the traffic will be running 
in a few days. Business on the Western 
avenue line is showing an increase of 40 per 
cent. One of the most remarkable increases 
is shown on North State street. The in- 
creased travel there is sufficient to pay all 
the operating expenses of the line, and the 
net earnings are now as large as the gross 
earnings were before the electric cars were 
started. 

A legal attempt will be made to stop the 
sale of the property of the Distilling com- 
pany Aug. 14. Confidential information con- 
cerning the intended movement was received 
here yesterday and there was considerable 
selling of the stock on the information. 

Lake Street was the only point of interest 
on the Stack Exchange. It developed con- 
siderable strength, selling up to 21 and clos- 
ing: with the room filled with predictions of 
the sharp advance to come. Traders were 
making bids for thirty-day calls at 30 
and even as high as 35. North Side broke 
sharply, but there was hardly business 
enough in the market to establish a satis- 
factory quotation. Diamond Match gives 
some evidence of a premeditated bull move- 
ment.

Corrects One of Harvev's Statements. 

Sycamore, III., July 27.—[ Editor of the Trib- 
uns. I My attention has been called to the asser- 
tion of Mr. Harvey, that, during the period from 
1850 to 1878, there was na paper money io cir- 
culation in California. In the main this asser- 
tion is true, forthe people of the Pacific slope 
were opposed to the use of paper. but in January 
of 1868 there was owing to me $200, and was 
supposed to be a gold debt, but I was paid in 
greenbacks that at time were worth only about 
5 percent. This money was sent home to the 
States, and at frequent times thereafter paper 
money came into my hands, but in these trans- 
actions the probability that the payment would be 
in paper, the danger of loss was overcome by 

utting up the price on work done. The over- 
Western 
States were paid in greenbacks, and this money 
was in circulation until after the close of the 
war, and was a disturbing element in the cur. 
rency of the Pacific States. The preponderance of 
sentiment was in favor of gold for, though silver 
was in use as changeit was never to my knowledge 
used to pay amounts greater than $2.50; its bu.k 
and weight were against it, no one wanted it, and 
none was used except for small change. 

The fact that debts could be paid in greenbacks 
at par, and the further fact that men would agree 
to pay in gold, and when the day of payment 
came take advantage of the law and pay in 

greenbacks. had a great deal to do with the de- 
pression in the Western States from 1863 to 
i866, or 1867, and for myself I want no more of 

kind of times.

QIVIO FEDERATION TAKES UP THE 
FORSAKEN WOMEN. 


Social Purity Committee, of Which Mrs. 
Catherine Waugh McCulloch Is Chair- 
man, Is Starting In on a Campaign 
Which Is Intended to Accomplish Much 
for the Unfortunates of the City and 
Others Who May Conte Here- What 
Plans Are Suggested by Those Interested. 


The fallen woman problem—the **‘ woman- 
kicked-down” problem, as Mrs. Maud Bal- 
ington Booth phrases it—has been espoused 
by the Civie Federation. The recent appoint- 
ment of a Social Purity committee, the Chair- 
man of which is a woman long interested in 
the cause, Mrs. Catherine Waugh McCullogh, 
is only the beginning of a thorough work of 
reform and rescue. Among the men and 
women to codperate with Mrs. McCulloch on 
this committee are Mrs. John C. Coonley, 
Mrs. Otto Matz, Dr. H. W. Thomas, and 
William Dillon. 

The social purity problem, so deep-rooted 
and many-sided, has always been exceeding- 
ly unpopular with reformers of the fair sex. 
The tendency has been for better woman to 
draw aside their skirts as they passed even 
the repentant one. 

At the request of Tun TU n Mrs. Mo- 
Culloch prepared the subjoined signed state- 
ment yesterday touching upon several salient 


phases of the question: 

It has always been my idea that the question of 
social purity must be solved by the better wom- 
en. Until women who are sheitered and protect- 
ed in home are fully awake to the condition and 
needs of their sisters in these infamous places 
can this unpopular problem have a solution. 
Hitherto, protected women have really been ig- 
norant of the extent of the social evil; now fora 
woman (ef ordinary intelligence to be ignorant of 
the degradation women suffer through the social 
evil 4— than criminal. The wave of Christian 
kindliness. which brings sym pathy for heathens 
in far-off countries, the Indians in the West, the 
negroes in the South, and even poor dumb creat- 
ures, mustcontinue and carry help and relief to 
those of our own sex who, by force, love of dress, 
innate viciousness, or perhaps perverted love, 
have n led astray. 

At the same time our sorrow and sympathy for 
these women who have been so degraded does 
not lead us to count their sin no sin, but should 
impel us to seek better conditions for them, as 
weil as for other unprotected girls yet untempt- 
ed. so that the path to virtue may be made easy. 

Women will not forget that there are always 
two parties in the crime against purity, and 
some attention should be directed toward rd help- 
ine the fallen men. It may not be — 5 A 
have fallen men so publicly branded as are their 
partners in vice, but public sentiment might be 
sufficientiy powerfal to condemn these men as 
severely as it does the women. And what is more, 
it seems strange when raids’ are made on in- 
famous places that the men inmates go free and 
the women inmates are punished by law. The 
social evil in this city would be greatly lessened 
if every man coming from one of these houses 
were arrested and fined or imprisoned. 

So many persons say these houses are a 


protection to respectable women from brutal as- | 


saulteven on the publie street, and therefore a 
necessary evil. This theory would elevate fallen 
women to the position of martyrs for the sake of 
their own sex. Ifthis were correct, instead of 
placing these women under the ban of society, 
we should elevate them as we do the ancient 
saints. The argument is absurd, and is only an- 
other statement of the exploded theory that one 
may do evil in order that good may come.

The question is to be considered in its en- 
tirety by the Social Purity committee, This 
means, among other things, the enforcement 
of existing laws relative to the social vice, the 
rescue of unfortunate women, and preventive 
work, The method of procedure has not been 
fully determined, In fact, the plans may be 
said to be embryonic, inasmuch as the com- 
mittee has only held several preliminary 
meetings for conference. The work probably 
will be — outlined in the course of the 
coming week. Some of the suggestions 
offered during the informal discussions and 
which willin*all probability enter iuto the 
pian of work are the foliowing: 

To become thoroughly conversant with organi- 
zations in Chicago t do preventive or reform 
work along social purity lines. 

To secure a list of police matrons with the 
thought of doing effective work through them. 

To employ more women a: the m= ~ ee to watch 
incoming trains for unprotected gir} 

To do preventive work by coming 8 touch with 
various working girls’ organizations. 

To secure the aid of newspaper syndicates in 
disseminating articles warning girls outside Chi- 
cago of the dangers of city iife. 

o issue a circular to each minister in Chicago 
asking for a sermon on the subject. 

To secure the arrest of men inmates of infa- 
mous piaces as well as women inmates. 

Part of the scheme is to call a conference 
of fifty interested men and womea at an early 
date for the consideration, of the question. In 
the meantime the committee is in correspond- 
ence with similar organizations in other 
cities that it may become conversant with the 
most effective methods elsewhere, 


They Will Talk Suffrage. 

Interested women are planning to talk suffrage 
for an entire week. Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt 
of New York, Chairman of the Department of 
Political Science of the National American Wom- 
an Suffrage Association, has consented to come 
to Chicago the last week in September.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Policyholders in the Illinois Mutual Fire In- 
surance company are determined to fight the 
triple assessment of President Taylor if it can be 
done, and at a meeting of representative policy- 
holders yesterday an organization was effected to 
make a fight. The meeting was called for 4 
o'clock at Sweet, Dempster & Co.'s store, and 
twenty-five were present. J. M. Johnson of Clow 
& Son was chosen Chairman and James Tracy 
Hill of Willoughby, Hill & Co. Secretary. J. M. 
Arnold was called upon to state the object of the 
meeting and to expain the assessment which had 
been made. His statement went into the details 
of the Illinois Mutual and the late action of tHe 
President. In part he said: 

In compliance with the request that I state the 
object of this meeting I might say in slang par- 
lance the Illinois Mutual Fire Insurance company 
has walked on our neck and we kick; but, to be 
more definite, the recent call made by President 
Taylor for an assessment of three times the 
amount of the annual premium of each policy- 
holder has struck us with a ‘dull, sickening 
thud.” Such an assessment following an exten- 
sive conflagration would have been expected and 
would have been met without complaint, but com- 
ing at this time, when all other insurance or- 
ganizations are floating on the high fide of pros- 
perity, and at this season of the year, when fire 
losses are at a minimum, it is like a deluge froma 
clear sky and calls for some explanation. The de- 
mand, however, was peremptory and accompanied 
with no apology or explanation, evidently in- 
tending to convey the impression that there was 
no recourse, and to most policyholders, who have 
given no thought heretofore to the mutual part, 
but have simply placed so much insurance and 
paid for it with no other idea than that it was the 
end of the transaction, it would appear so, except 
they should have a loss to be adjusted. 

We have in the past contented ourselves with 
securing our insurance, and leaving the conduct 
of the company’s affairs to our employé, Mr. Tay- 
lor. The policyholders comprise the Illinois 
Mutual Fire Insurance company. We have, by 
our votes or proxies, elected Mr. Taylor to the of- 
fice of President and Manager; his acts, there- 
fore, are our acts. 

We are now brought face to face with a new 
phase in the insurance line, and while closely 
attending to our own business we have thought- 
lessly placed our business credit in the hands of 
one utterly incapable of protecting it. The books 
and affairs of this company must be submitted to 
us before we shall consent to pay one dollar of 
this assessment. As the situation rests at pres- 
ent Mr. Taylor, having been elected to the office 
he holds by a majority of the policyholders, can 
only be displaced by like majority of the policy- 
holders, and in order that we may be in a position 
to control it has been thought best to call this 
meeting of a few representative policyholders 
and organize an association or nucleus to which 
the rest of the policyholders may attach them- 
selves. We are therefore in the position of trying 
to dislodge an adversary from behind bulwarks 
which we have erected for him. To say the least, 
Mr. Taylor has shown a lack of ability in the con- 
duct of the business of the Ilinois Mutual Fire In- 
surance company, or it would not at this time be 
so conspicuously in distress. He has shown a 
lack of courtesy in his arbitrary demand upon 
policyholders, without even a line or punctuation 
mark by way of explanation. In the light of the 
information we have, which is none at all, except 
that we have been assessed to the limits of its 
ability, it would appear, first, that all precedent 
in placing insurance had been ignored and that a 
multiplicity of risks had been placed under the 
same roof, and at almost any rate the assured 
would stand; second, that the main object has 
been to accumulate a large list of policyholders 
in order that when the time came to make this 
assessment the chances for gain would be pro- 
portionately increased; third, it has been stated 
(hat there were from 600 to 700 policyhdiders in 
this company, and an assessment of three times 
the annual premium, even at a low estimate, would 
yield an amount largely in excess of that required 
to liquidate losses and provide for a reserve 
fund, showing conclusively that he did not ex- 
pect to be able to collect it all, or that the call was 
warranted by facts. In either case an injustice 
was done to those from whom he did expect to 
collect, even by judgment if necessary. The fore- 
going are a few of the main reasons for calling this 
meeting. The questions involved can be met and 
our rights maintained.“ 

It was decided to form an organization to take 
up the fight, and one was formed called the Illinois 
Mutyal Defensive Association, to which the vari- 
ous persons present subscribed, and a resolution 
was passed giving all other members the oppor- 
tunity to do so in the future if they so desired. 
The following is the resolution passed forming the 
organization: 

“The name of this organization shall be the 
Illinois Mutual Defensive Association, and its 
object the prompt and honorable liquidation of 
all just claims and the invalidating of any unjust 
assessment by the Illinois Mutual Fire Insurance 
company on its policy-holders. 

Any policy-holder or other person against 
whom a claim is made on account of liability in- 
curred as such in company name may become a 
member hereof on payment of a sum of $1 per 
$1,000 insured. 

The affairs of this association shall be vested in 
a committee of nine of said policy-holders, who, 
whether a company or individual, shall be en- 
titled to one vote each. 

No liability or indebtedness shall be incurred 
in excess of the available funds on hand with 
which to meet them, and such funds as shall re- 
main on hand when there is no longer any occa- 
sion for the continuance of this organization will 
be returned pro rata to parties from whom re- 
ceived.”’ 

In accordance with the resolution the Chairman 
appointed the following persons and firms to serve 
on the committee to have charge of the fight to be 
made against the assessment: J. M. Arnold, 
Chairman; Sweet, Dempster & Co.; Clement, 
Bane & Co.; Cameron, Amberg & Co.; Siegel, 
Cooper & Co.;: S. D. Kimbark; Lord, Owen & Co.; 
the J. W. Butler Paper company; Guthman, Car- 
penter & Co. The signers of the call for an organ- 
ization were: Brown Brothers Manufacturing 
company; Danforth, Clark & Co.; R. Landauer; 
Pitkin & Brooks; Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co.; Mullen & Co.; S. Straus; Charles P. Kellogg 
company; N. C. Vosburg Manufacturing com- 
pany, Ltd.; Willoughby, Hill & Co.; James B. 
Clow & Sons; Putnam clothing house; G. A. Cros- 
by & Co.; Lewis W. Stayart; Cameron, Amberg &.

A meeting of the committee will be called soon 
by Chairman Arnold and at this the steps neces- 
sary will be taken to secure proper legal advice.

NEWS OF THE COURTS. 


Ella M. Sutherland has filed a bill in the Cir- 
cuit Court in which she complains that she has 
been defrauded by Morris C. and Cyrus W. 
Ament. The complainant says that in’ March last 
she was the owner of a large amount of real es- 
tate on the West Side which she was induced to 
trade for Texas property, with the result that 
she got the worst of the bargain. The complain- 
ant tells the court that it was represented to her 
by the defendants that the total indebt- 
edness of the company owning the prop- 
erty did not exceed $7,600, of which $6,600 
was owing to one Hartley for sheep pur- 
chased of him. The balance was merely floating 
indebtedness, and the note for $6,600 which Hart- 
ley held was not secured, according to the repre- 
sentations of the Aments, and was not a lien 
upon the property. The- complainant says she

It was not 
leng until she discovered, she tells the court, 
that Hartley held a chattel mortgage on all the 
sheep on the ranch as security for the $6,600 
and when his note became due in June he seized 
the 9,000 sheep. Hartley advertised the sheep for 
sale to satisfy his claim, and the sale was set for 
July 29, which was yesterday. The complainant 
asks the court to restrain the sale of the sheep.

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| DBOREES GRANTED BY OKLAHOMA 


. PROBATE JUDGES NULL 


Justice Dale of the Territorial Supreme 
Court Writes the Reaffirming Opinion 
Wich Declares All Grants Made After 
August, 1893, of No Effect, and Those 
Who Have Remarried Are Guilty of Big- 
amy=—Consternation Among the People 

in Guthrie—General Northwest News. 
Guthrie, Ok., July 29.—[{Special.}—Among 
the many important cases decided at the 


present sitting of the Territorial Supreme 
Court is the celebrated Irwin divorce case 


From Stillwater, Payne County, in which 


the court, Chief Justice Daly writing the 
opinion, reaffirmed its former opinion deny- 
ing that Probate Justices had jurisdiction 
fn divorce cases after August, 1893, and de- 
Claring all divorces so granted null and void 
and any subsequent marriage of the parties 
bigamous.” 

Ever since the original decision of the Su- 
preme Court excitement has prevailed 
among those persons who secured Probate 
Court decrees. The majority of those per- 


Sons come from the East, and they made 


haste to renew divorce proceedings in the 
District Court, where as much secrecy is 
observed as in the probate tribunals; but 
many prominent divortees, after receiving 
matrimonial freedom from the Probate 
Judges, failed to return, hence those who 
married again are subject to arrest any time 
on the charge of bigamy. The last Legis- 
Jature passed a bill legalizing all Probate 
Court divorces, but Congress failed to ratify 
the measure and it is consequently invalid. 

Among the most prominent people who are 
affected by the latest ruling of the Supreme 
Court are Chester O. Depew, now of New 
Hampshire, and brother of Chauncey 
Depew, who came here with Mrs. Hettie 
Farnsworth, and both secured decrees and 
two weeks later were married in Kansas 
and returned East; John Brown, a broker of 
Pittsburg; John Carter, a newspaper man 
of Streator, III.: Mrs. Anna C. Whitney of 
New York; A. M. Strong, a lawyer and club- 
man of Randolph, Vt.; Mrs. Lucy Beal, a 
prominent society lady of Bellaire, O. Doz- 
ens of memand women high in the social 
and business circles of Chicago, New York, 
St. Louis, Boston, and Philadelphia came 
here during 1893 and procured Probate Court 
decrees and subsequently married, and 
others hastened back on hearing of the Su- 
preme Court knockout and went through the 
mill of the District Court. 

The annulling of probate divorce cases did 
not lessen the rush to Oklahoma of ill-mated 
people. It only increased the business of the 
District Court, and the dockets of these tri- 
bunals are composed largely of divorce 
cafes. Divorces can be obtained in the Ter- 
ritory quickly and with complete privacy. 
The laws are not olny liberal and lax, but 
fiexible, and are so constructed that most 
galling matrimonial bonds ean be sundered 
with neatness and dispatch. Il-mated pairs 
flocked to the Territory in large numbers 
~and divorce-getting has come to be consid- 
ered by bona fide residents as one of the 
firmly established industries. In all of the 
larger towns there are from twenty-five to 
200 people who have come in search of mari- 
tal freedom, and in the Territory there are 
at least 1,000 people who are seeking to es- 
tablish legal residences preliminary to ap- 
‘plying for divorce. On the ninety-first day 
after arriving in the Territory papers may 


pe filed with the clerk of any district court, 


it not being necessary to begin the suit in the 
county in which the plaintiff is supposed to 
reside, N 
The majority of those who live in the di- 
vorce colony in this city are society people 
from the larger cities, who either have triv- 
ial causes on which to base their complaints, 
or shrink from the publicity to which a suit 
would subject them at their own homes. 
Usually the members of the Guthrie colony 
do not file their suits in Logan County, but 
go to some remote district where the local 
newspaper is known to have the most limited 
circulation. Throngh the advertising col- 
umns of these papers service on the defen- 
dant in the case obtained, which is all that 
is necessary under the law, and when the 
case is set for hearing but one witness is re- 
quired to establish the allegations made in 
the complaint.

Moline, III., July 29.—[Special.]—The an- 
nouncement was made today by the East Mo- 
line company that the Weir Plow company of 
Monmouth, III., employing 500 hands, and 
the Reliance Machine and Tool company of 
Cleveland, O., employing over 100 hands, had 
both signed an agreement to locate their iac- 
tories on the new town site of East Moline.

TO DISEASE OF THE BEART. 


Attacked a Few Minutes Before Midnight 
Sunday He Calls for Help but Passes 
Away Before Assistance Can Reach Him 
nis Wife and Sen at His Bedside= 


Eleeted to the Superior Bench in 1893 
H ig ADEE Is Honorable@Sketch of His 


Life. 

A few minutes before midnight Sunday 
George F. Blanke, one of the Superior Court 
Judges, died suddenly at his residence. No. 
1734 Deming place, from an attack of val vu- 
lar disease of the heart. 

Judge Blanke suffered for twenty-five years 
with this heart trouble. It wasaggravated by 
a severe attack of pneumonia last January. 
Saturday he was apparently in his ordinary 
health, and held court as usual. Sunday he 
complained somewhat of fatigue, and re- 
mained quietly at home. He retired at 11 
o’clock, and shortly afterward, while sitting 
on a sofa in his bedroom, he had an attack 
of coughing with difficulty in breathing. Mrs. 
Blanke was in the room and went to his as- 
sistance at ouce. With great difficulty he was

gotten to his bed. She then summioned their 
son and went to the house of her brother, 
Carl Lutz, who lives opposite. Mr. Lutz 
called for Dr. T. W. Miller, who was for 
years Judge Blanke’s physician. Dr. Miller 
was recovering from an attack of typhoid 
fever and could not go, but advised that Dr. 
F. D. Porter, a neighboring physician, be 
called. Dr. Porter was soon at the house, 
but too late. Within ten minutes of the at- 
tack of coughing Judge Blanke had breathed 

The attack of pneumonia from which he 
suffered last January was so severe that he 
was reported gend, and several of the courts 
at once adjourned out of respect to his mem- 
ory. The illness was severe and prolonged, 
and although able to resume his judicial 
duties Judge Blanke never fully recovered 
from that sickness. 

The news of his death was brought to the 
County Building yesterday by Bailiff Heim- 
berg, who has served in Judge Blanke’s court 
since his accession to the bench. All courts 
which were in session at once adjourned as a 
mark of respect. 

The death of Judge Blanke makes it neces- 
sary to hold a special electign in the fall to 
fill the vacancy. 

The Judges of the Superior, Circuit, Pro- 
bate, and County Courts will meet at noon 
today to take action on the death of Judge 
Blanke. Arrangements will be made by the 
Judges for attending the funeral of the dead 
jurist, and resolutions of respect will also-be 

assed. The room in which Judge Bianke 

eld court was draped in black yesterday 
afternoon. 

President Healy of the County Board by 
unanimous consent introduced in that body 
resolutions of respect at the death of Judge 
Blanke. It was decided to close the county 
offices on the day of the funeral. The County 
Board will attend the funeral in a body. 

[Forty-one years ago George F. Blanke came 
from Hanover, Germany, to Chicago. He pos- 
sessed an academic education and an acquaint- 
ance with the English language. He entered the 
office of John Woodbridge and began the study of 
law. January, 1867, he was admitted to the bar 
and began practice with Mr. Woodbridge. 

For.a number of years he was deputy clerk 
under Judge Church of the Circuit Courtr In 
this position he laid the foundation of his inti- 
mate knowledge of legal forms and machinery 
which subsequently became of great assistance 
tohim. His twenty years’ record as a practicing 
lawyer before the County Courts and Supreme 
Court of the State evidences the great energy and 
ability he had, He was frequently offered po- 
litical positions, but refused to enter that field 
until the fall of 1893. At that time he was nom- 
inated as Superior Court Judge by the Repub- 
lican party. Inview of his known repugnance 
to entering politics he was informed of the inten- 
tion only three hours before the nomination was 
made. e was then senior member ofthe firm 
of Blanke, Chytraus & Deneen. Upon his elec- 
tion he withdrew from tne firm. 

On the bench he proved a quiet. self-poised, 
incisive Judge. He was at notime a great speak- 
er, but what he had to say wasspoken with delib- 
eration and in a decided manner that commanded 
attention arid respect. 

Judge Blanke was a many-sided man. In addi- 
tion to his recognized legal lore he Was known 
as a littérateur, a scientist, and an artist, 
Goethe and Schiller he knew by heart, and his 
familiarity with the best English and German 
poets and prose writers was extensive. He kept 
— with the latest scientific advances and his H. 
‘brary was as well stocked with such works as with 

urely literary works. He was an exceilent per- 
ormer onthe piano, interpreti the difficult 
works of Wagner. Chopim 2 and other 
composers. e frequently appeared in perform- 
ances at public concerts with his daughter. He 
was one of the leading members of the Germania 
club and took an active interest and part in all 
of its doings. 

He married Sept. 2, 1873, Miss Mary A. Lack- 
ner, sister of Francis Lackner, a lawyer of this 
city. He leaves his widow, one son, and two 
daughters. ]

Ill Ventilated Court-House Accri ‘ted with 
Judge Bianke’s Death. 

That the death of Judge Blanke was indi- 
rectly due if not actualiy brought about by 
the foul atmosphere of Cook County Court- 
House, is the opinion of more than one per- 
son ina position to speak intelligently on 
the matter. Airin the ill-ventilated county 
building is thoroughly permeated with poison. 
ous gases. 

In this connection’ Judge Horton said: 
“IT regard Judge Blanke’s death as another 
sacrifice to this charnel house, wrongfully 
named the Court-House of Cook County. He 
feli a victim to its atrocious lack of any de- 
cent ventilation.“ 

Judge Chetlain said: Judge Blanke told 
me he was a healthy man when elected to the 
bench; that his system had become full of 
the poisonous air of the building. and he was 
thoroughly convinced his health had been 
ruined in that way. 

When Judge Bianke took his seat on the 
bench he was assigned to a small, poorly- 
ventilated room on the third floor of the 
Court House and from there to another little 
apartment unfitted for a court-room.

DELUGE OF WATER FLOODS sr. LOUIS. 


Thunder and Wind Add Fury to the 
Storm Houses Demolished, 

St. Louis, 
ited by a terrific thunder-storm today that 
raged for more than au hour. The rain fell in 
sheets, flooding streets and sewers and doing 
considerable damage. A strong wind broke 
many trees and two brick houses in course of 
erection were completely demolished.

Just before the breaking of the storm an ugly 
looking rain-cloud, round in shape, hanging 
very low, passed over the city from the north- 
wert, The storin was entirely local.

Janesville, Wis., July 29.—|Special.)—A 
tornado and hailstorm swept over Jug 
Prairie, twenty miles north of here, Friday 
night.

MUNGER ON THE END OF THE WORLD, 


Says He Has Not Predicted That Event 
for 1897. 

Springfield, Mass., July 29.—[Special.]— 
Elder Hiram Munger, the aged Adventist at 
Chicopee Falls, Mass., is much exercised at 
the report which has gained currency that 
he believes and preaches that the world will 
come toanendin 1897. He denies utterly 
that he holds or promulgates any such doc- 
trine. He says the end of the Gentile oppres- 
sion in Jerusalem, marking the endof a 
prophetic era, will come in that year. 

Any one, he says, can follow his demon- 
stration with the help of a Bible. In Matthew 
xxiv. we read that Christ was asked by his 
disciples to tell them signs by which they 
might know when the temple was to come 
down. Heanswered that when they should 
see Jerusalem filled with the abomination of 
desolation they might know that the time was 
near. 

He gave the series of signs in sections, of 
what should happen, right down to the end 
of the world. The second section is that 
false Christs shall arise, and the third that 
the nation shall be stirred up. 

Then, he says, the prophecy was fuifilled 
when Berthier,a French General under Na- 
poleon, took the Pope a prisoner and kept 
him in prison until he died. The next period 
that Christ gives is that the sun shall be 
darkened and the moon shall not give her 
light, and this happened May 19, 1780. The 
next sign, the fourth, is found in Matthew 
xxiv., 29-30. One is that the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken, Which will wake the 
world upon this subject. 

The fitth and last sign is the sign of the Son 
of Man: And then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn and they shall see the Son of 
Man coming in the heavens with power and 
great glory.
